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DISCHARGED SOLDIERS’ CIVIL POSITIONS. 


Through the Service and Information Branch of the 
General Staff, U.S.A., it is announced that there are 
several thousand civil positions under the War Depart- 
ment now open for discharged soldiers partially disabled 
from wounds or diseases incurred in the war. For some 
moaths past Secretary of War Baker, acting in conjunc- 
tion with the Federal Board for Vocational T'raining and 
the Civil Service Commission, has been working on a 
plan whereby the War Department might provide for 
the partially disabled soldiers under its own jurisdic- 
tion. This plan has now been worked out and is fully 
described in Bulletin No. 12, just published. Congress 
has already provided that in making appointraents to 
erical and other positions in the executive branch of 
the Government preference shall be given to honorably 
discharged veterans and their widows or wives. This 
statute does not exempt applicants from the usual exam- 
inations under the Civil Service, but they will be re- 
quired to attain an average percentage of only sixty-five 
in order to become eligible for appointment, while others 
must make at least seventy. Age limitations are also 
waived for veterans; they will be released from all height 
and weight requirements, except for the positions of 
guard and watcoman; they will be certified for ee 
ment in the War Department at Washington without 
regard to the apportionment of appointments among the 
states and territories; and after passing the necessary 
examination they will have their names placed on a Teg- 
ister ahead of those not entitled to preference. 

The following defects will not bar veterans from ex- 
amination, but may prevent appointment to a particular 
position: Paralysis or epilepsy, not serious in degree; 
joss of both arms or both legs; loss of arm and leg; 
badly crippled or deformed hands, arms, fect or legs; 
locomotor ataxia; cancer; Bright's disease; diabetes; de- 
fective hearing. Where physical examinations are neces- 
sary Army surgeons when practicable will make them 
without charge. Some of the positions under the War 
Department in which partially disabled soldiers may be 
employed are those of stenographer, typist, clerk, file 
clerk, messenger, watchman, multigra operator, mim- 
eograph operator, blue printer, skilled laborer, foreman 
of laborers, packer, sign painter, electrician, carpenter, 

inter, checker, elevator operator, storekeeper, time- 

eeper and the like.

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HOSPITALS FOR DISCHARGED SOLDIERS. 


During the debate on the Sundry Civil Appropriations 
bill in the House on May 1 Congressman Elliott said, 
in part: “For some time past there has been a pernicious 
effort on the part of some publicity source to make the 
people of this country believe that the Congress has not 
been doing its full duty to the disabled discharged sol- 
diers of the late war by way of furnishing them adequate 
hospital facilities necessary to restore them to health, 
and to care for those who are destined at an early date 


to make the supreme sacrifice for their country. One 
article circulated by a news agency was to the effect 
that 72,000 soldiers who had become insane during their 
service in the late war had been neglected by Congress, 
and that none of these insane men had been provided 
with hospital treatment. 

“I do not know the name of the pernicious liar who 
started this report, but I do know that the report is 
not true. It is unfortunately true, however, that there 
are, according to the report of the Public Health Service 
made to the Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds 
Feb. 7, 1920, 10,162 of what are termed neuro-psychiatric 
-patients who will need hospital attention under the 
supervision of the Bureau of War Risk Insurance dur- 
ing the next two years. These men are suffering from 
various kinds of mental troubles, from mild derange- 
ments to violent insanity, and, to use a term invented by 
the soldiers during the war, from ‘shell shock.’ Although 
many of these patients had little or no experience at th> 
front, and may have been suffering from slight mental or 
nervous disorders at the time they enlisted, their troubles 
have been aggravated by exposure and by disease con- 
tracted while in the Army. Had they never been in the 
Service they would have been classed as insane. 

“The discharged disabled soldiers of the late war who 
are entitled to hospital treatment are under the super- 
vision of the Director of the Bureau of War Risk In- 
surance, who, under the law, can send such patients to 
the Public Health Service hospitals, to the National Sol- 
diers’ Homes, or to private hospitals for treatment, at 
his option. 

“The War Department has at its command more beds 
than it needs for the use of the Army at this time, but 
after a soldier is discharged he is no longer entitled, 
under the law, to be sent to an Army hospital. The Sec- 
retary of War, however, has turned over to the Public 
Health Service twenty-one hospitals which the Public 
Health Service is now using. These hospitals have 
space for 16,690 patients. The Secretary of War testi- 
fied that he had no other hospitals which he could turn 
over to the Public Health Service, but on cross-examina- 
tion he admitted that Fort Meade, in South Dakota, and 
Fort McKenzie, in Wyoming, two substantial Army 
posts, had been vacated for some years with the excep- 
tion of having a very few soldiers stationed in them to 
act as caretakers. 

“The Secretary of War also said that owing to the fact 
that under the Army Reorganization bill the Army might 
be increased there was a possibility the War Department 
would need these two posts, but that he was ready to give 
a revocable permit for their use to the Public Health 
Service for the care of neuro-psychiatric cases. These 
posts could be arranged for approximately 2,000 pa- 
tients and save the taxpayers many millions of dollars. 
There are now ten National Soldiers’ Homes in this 
country, which were built to provide for the disabled and 
homeless veterans of our wars. These homes are in con- 
venient and ideal locations throughout the country and 
they have a capacity for approximately 21,000 beds. 
They have at this time 10, vacant beds, which are 
ae agen for the use of the soldiers and sailors of the 
ate war.” 
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U.S. OFFICIAL PICTURES, WORLD WAR. 


“U.S. Official Pictures of the World War, Showing 
America’s Participation,” by William FE. Moore and 
James C. Russell, late captains, U.S.A., published by the 
Pictorial Bureau, Washington, D.C., is a large and hand- 
somely printed volume presenting a most remarkable pic- 


torial record of this country’s part in the great conflict. 
It is dedicated to “the American Fighting Man” and is 
made up almost entirely of admirable reproductions of 
photographs, with descriptive text. The final report of 
Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., appears at the close of 
the volume, together with statistical data showing 
“America’s Amazing Achievement.” Earlier in the vol- 
ume are brief articles on our entry into the war, the 
battle of Cantigny, the Meuse-Argonne, the 8.0.S8., etc. 
The vital interest of the Volume, however, lies in its 
photographie illustrations. Aside from a few introduc- 
tory photographs, these are all selected from the official 
files of the War Department. They are the work of the 
U.S. Army, Signa! Corps, Photographic Section, and in 
themselves present a visible tribute to the efficiency of 
that organization. The work of selection and bringing 
together of these pictorial records of modern warfare has 
been excellently carried out by the editors of the volume. 

There have been many scenes of warfare since the be- 
ginning of history, many, naturally, of which no repre- 
sentation ever was or could have been made. But with 
the invention of photography and the coming of the Civil 
War in America the reproduction of many phases of 
warfare in picture form, especially by Brady, under the 
authority of the Government, became possible. But as 
the World War was the greatest conflict of its kind in 
history, so it offered an opportunity never before pre- 
sented to record, through the camera, countless scenes 
and incidents that thus reforded form a vivid history of 
conflict. 

Capt. William E. Moore served fifteen months in 
France, where he was attached to G.H. of the A.E.F., as 
officer in charge of the pictorial history of the A.E.F., 
and in this capacity he directed the work, for the Gen- 
eral Staff, of the U.S. Signal Corps Photographic Sec- 
tion. Capt. James C. Russell was detailed by the Gen- 
eral Staff of the Army as censor of all official photo- 
graphs and motion pictures at the Army War College. 
These officers, therefore, were especially well qualified 
to prepare the collection here presented, and to which 
Secretary of War Baker, in a letter to Captain Moore, 
has given his approval. In a volume containing many 
hundreds of photographs it is inexpedient to here indi- 
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cate even a part of them by individual deéseription, but 
it may be said that they cover the opening stages of the 
war in which the United States participated, the scenes 
during actual hostilities and the return of our forces to 
this country. They present to the eye stories which are, 
perforce, better told in this form than by the printed 
word. In addition to the scenes in France scenes are 
given of ‘our forces in Siberia, in northern Russia and 
of the A.E.F. arriving at American ports from overseas. 
The authors acknowledge the aid and co-operation given 
them by Secretary of War Baker, Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, Brig. Gens. 
Fox Conner and Marlborough Churchill, Lieut. Cols. H. 
T. Hickam, N. B. Judah and O. L. Spaulding, Majors 
R. P. Lemly, Kendall Banning, E. J. Steichen Capt. 
Fred Place and Lieut. John McDonnell, U.S.A.; Ralph 
A. Hayes, secretary to Secretary Baker, and William 
Cochran. Accompanying the book is a color reproduc- 
tion of the painting “At Bay,” by Capt. Harvey Dunn, 
A.E.F., made in France in 1918, the original of which 
is now in the National Museum at Washington, D.C. 
An A.E.F. soldier is shown with his back against the 
wall of a house, firing at the enemy. A dead comrade lies 
at his feet.

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THE ROLE OF THE BATTLE CRUISER. 


That Admiral Beatty of the British navy during the 
battle of Jutland did not carry out tactics in harmony 
with the principle upon which battle cruisers were de- 
signed, but permitted the cruisers to go boldly within 
close range of vessels that could reach his greater 
rapidity of fire, is pointed out in an article by Hector 
Bywater, an authority on naval matters, in the Nine- 
teenth Century for April, 1920. He points out that the 
pre-war assumption was that the commander whose ships 
were swifter, and more heavily gunned than those of 
his opponent, would make use of bis higher speed to 
choose and keep a distance at which his heavier bat- 
teries outranged those of the enemy. “But here,” says 
Mr. Bywater, “the human element intervened to con- 
found in actual practice a perfectly sound theory. On 
sighting his foe Admiral Beatty deliberately used his 
speed, not to open the range, but to close it.” Accord- 
ing to the Admiral, the range when firing opened was 
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18,500 yards, and Commander von Hase, of the German 
navy, puts it at 18,600. But when the Queen Mary 
sunk it was down to 13,300 yards, at which distance the 
numerous light German guns were able to reap the full 
advantage of their superior rapidity of fire. 

If the tactics for which battle cruisers were designed 
had been followed out at the battle of Jutland, it is a 
question whether they would not have proved as satis- 
factory as they did at the battle of Falkland Islands, 
the Army and Navy Gazette, of London, points out. 
“Admiral Sturdee in that action,” says the Gazette, “by 
his deliberate policy of keeping at long ranges, knocked 
out the German ships without giving them a chance to 
do his squadron any real damage. No doubt the battle 
was somewhat prolonged thereby, but the end was the 
same, and the remarkable fact was that not a man was 
killed or wounded in Sturdee’s flagship, and in all the 
other British ships only ten men were killed or died of 
wounds. The obstacle to the similar employment of the 
battle cruisers at Jutland was the low visibility which 
prevails for most of the time in the North Sea, as Cap- 
tain Chatfield pointed out a few days ago at the Institu- 
tion of Naval Architects. On the other hand, the battle 
cruisers were not primarily built for battle in the North 
Sea, nor is it likely that for some time to come there will 
be any more fighting in its waters.”

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U.S. ARTILLERY IN FRANCE. 

“American Artillery in France” is the title of an ex- 
tended and studious article by Col. A. Maitre, of the 
French army, a noted artillerist, which appears in the 
January number of the Revue d'Artillerie, a service 
magazine published at Paris, which has been in existence 
forty-three years but which was suspended in July, 1914, 
with the beginning of the World War, and did not re- 
sume publication until the present number. Colonel 
Maitre says, in part: “It is difficult to give full credit 
to the formidable results produced by the American 
Army [during the World War] in a period which was 
too short, unless one examines in detail that which rep- 
resents such effort.” He then gives figures in comparison 
showing the strength of the American Army at the be- 
ginning of 1917 and at the time of the armistice. In 
reviewing the organization of the American troops and 
the arrival in France of the earlier contingents, in force, 
he says: “This influx, in mass, was comforting to our 
command, arriving, as it did, at the most serious mo- 
ments of the war, while it was also known that reserves 
were being organized as fast as possible. More than 
this, the Americans demanded that they be sent to the 
battle line, although they were under instruction (which 
was necessarily rudimentary, and which occasioned some 
comment). One cannot overestimate the influence pro- 
duced by the uninterrupted arrival of later contingents. 
At the moment of the armistice the Americans had 2,- 
000,000 men under arms, and would have had actually 
4,000,000 if the armistice had not stopped the arrival of 
troop transports. It is interesting to note that notwith- 
standing the submarine mode of warfare this movement 
of 2,000,000 men was effected with the loss of only 300 
by torpedo, but it was influenza which caused the loss of 
many more.” 

The author then considers the organization basis of 
the Artillery branch of the American Service, and the 
form of instruction for American Artillery in France 
prescribed by General Pershing. On the subject of equip- 
ment he says: “Many [French] officers have asked why 
the Americans did not furnish their own material on 
coming to France. In answering this it must not be for- 
gotten that in France we haye never been able to place 
new material in use without a delay of eighteen months 
and sometimes longer. The Americans possess great in- 
dustry but they manufactured heavy artillery without 
always having available sufficient material, while, in addi- 
tion, they did not receive necessary plans and designs 
from us until about September, 1917. Under these con- 
ditions, it was absolutely impossible for them to obtain 
necessary Artillery material before January, 1919. As 
a matter of fact, a small number of pieces of artillery, 
manufactured in the United States, began to make their 
appearance at the time of the armistice, and in 1919 
there was plenty of American material necessary for the 
American organization and at the same time supply a 
quantity to the French army.” 

He continues: “Why did not the Americans bring 
horses with them from the United States? Why did not 
they bring automobiles and tractors in greater quantity? 
are also questions that have been asked by French offi- 
cers. The answer is simple: They obeyed the orders of 
the Allied high command, which demanded above every- 
thing else Infantry with which to continue battles with- 
out subsequent regret that they had not been brought up 
earlier. Under these conditions, the Americans brought 
over from 200,000 to 300,000 men each month, but mak- 
ing difficult the organization of large units because of 
the searcity of other matériel. The Americans should 
not, therefore, be criticized, because they sacrificed their 
self-respect in many cases in order to fully satisfy the 
demands of the Allied high command.” 

Commenting further on the American Artillery service 
overseas he says: “In conclusion, it may be said that the 
experience of the Americans shows that it is possible to 
form and instruct subordinate officers and artillery units 
in a very short time, two or three menths at the furth- 
est. The instruction of units of a higher rank is a more 
delicate task, and necessitates the organization and func- 
tioning of a central instruction body intended to pro- 
duce not only superior officers of artillery, but generals 
of all armies in which artillery is employed.” Conclud- 
ing, he says: “After having derided the American Army, 
after having declared that it never could be brought to 
the scene of hostilities in important pumbers, the Ger- 
man command finished by understanding that the Ameri- 
ean Artillery was not a myth but a reality, and, which 
was more important, that the German soldier in the rear 
realized, as well a; did the German command, that the 
American Artillery had arrived.” 
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SPECIAL INSPECTIONS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 

Paragraph 893, Army Regulations, is to be amended 
by order of the Secretary of War to read as follows: 
“Special inspections and investigations within the lim- 
its of a command (territorial or tactical) may be made 


under orders of the commander thereof; but in all cases 
involving the payment of mileage for travel his selec- 
tion of officers to perform such duty shall be restricted 
to such commanders, to inspectors general, acting in 
spectors gencral, and to officers of the territorial or tac- 
tical commander’s staff on duty as such at his headquar- 
ters under War Department assignment.” ‘The Secre- 
tary of War further directed that paragraphs 1 and 2, 
Section 1, G.O. No. 18, W.D., 1920, be amended to read 
as follows: “(1) Within the limits of a command (ter- 
ritorial er tactical) and within the limits of amounts 
allotted from mileage appropriations, inspections and in 
vestigations by officers on duty at the headquarters of 
such command under War Department assignment, are 
made in the discretion of the commander thereof, under 
authority of paragraph 893, Army Regulations, as 
amended, In the exercise of this authority responsible 
commanders will enforce rigid economy in expenditure 
of mileage appropriations and assure themselves that 
commands are not over-inspected and that staff officers 
cover, in one inspection, all activities it is possible for 
them to cover in the locality inspected, including the 
procurement of information needed at headquarters. 
(2) Orders for such officers to travel on such inspec 
tions or investigations, when same involves the payment 
of mileage, will include a statement as follows: By au 
thority of the Secretary of War contained in paragraph 
893, A.I., so and so will proceed,” ete. 
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PUNISHMENT FOR CARRYING CONCEALED WEAPONS. 

The Secretary of War has invited the attention of the 
President to the fact that the maximum limit prescribed 
by Executive Order of Dec. 15, 1016, for carrying con 
cealed weapons by soldiers, is confinement at hard labor 
fur three months and forfeiture of two-thirds of the 
soldier’s pay per month for a like period. Reports re 
cently received by the War Department indicate that 
considerable difficulty is being experienced in certain 
localities in preventing, in co-operation with the civil 
authorities, the carrying by enlisted men of concealed 
weapons, It is the opinion of the Acting J.A.G. that if 
the maximum limit of punishment for carying concealed 
weapons, as prescribed by Executive Order, be increased 
the tendency will be to decrease the difficulty referred to 
above, and hence to decrease the number of crimes com 
mitted by soldiers as the result largely of the unauthor 
ized carrying by them of concealed weapons. In formulat 
ing the limits of punishment orders the effort has always 
been made to provide as the maximum limit of punish 
ment for each offense not specifically covered by Federal 
statute a penalty equivalent to the general average pre 
scribed therefor by statute in the several states. It has 
been recommended that the Executive Order of Dee. 15, 
1916, be amended so as to prescribe that the maximum 
limit of punishment for carrying a concealed weapon 
shall be dishonorable discharge, forfeiture of all pay and 
allowances and confinement at hard labor for one year. 
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EXAMINATIONS FOR Pay CLERKS, U.S.N. 

Competitive examinations of candidates for appoint- 
ment to acting pay clerk, U.S.N., will be held on Aug. 
30, 1920. The records of the examinations will be sent 
to the Examining Board for Acting Pay Clerks, Navy 
Department, instead of the board at the U.S. Navy Yard 
at Washington, D.C., as previously ordered. ‘The fol- 
lowing otlicers have been authorized to convene boards 
to supervise this examination: Commanders-in-Chief 
Atlantic, Pacific and Asiatic Fleets; commandants of 
naval districts; commander U.S. naval forces operating 
in Kuropean waters; commander U.S. naval forces oper- 
ating in Kastern Mediterranean. Copies of Bureau of 
Navigation letters authorizing candidates attached to 
ships or stations to appear for examination will be dis- 
tributed aboard ships and at stations, and commanding 
otticers of candidates will be instructed as to further de- 
tails of reporting for physical and professional examina- 
tion. Candidates whose applications for examination 
have been approved by the Bureau of Navigation will 
not be transferred prior to examination except in cases 
where such transfers are unavoidable. Reports will be 
filed prior to July 15, when a supply of examination 
questions and accompanying instructions will be for- 
warded as indicated by these reports to officers author- 
ized to convene boards under their jurisdiction. 
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SALE OF SUPPLIES TO NATIONAL GUARD. 

Due to the restriction imposed on Army appropria- 
tions, the War Department has decided that it is not 
practicable to establish a general rule for the sale of 
Army stores, supplies, material of war, ete., for the use 
of the National Guard organizations when not in the ser- 
vice of the United States, and when not acting under a 
board uniform training schedule that has been approved 
far enough in advance to enable the War Department to 
base an estimate of funds thereon to make it effective. 
Where no large amount of supplies are sought, however, 
there is no objection tu the department commander ap- 
proving sales of articles of the ration, and for one ration 
only to each officer or enlisted man of the organization 
for the number of days the organization is to be in the 
field, plus ten per cent. to cover cost of transportation 
and handling of such subsistence stores as can be spared 
to the National Guard. the sale to be made on request 
of the adjutant general of a state. Where the National 
Guard desires to purchase any considerable amount of 
military stores, under the provision of Section 86, act of 
June 3, 1916, request therefor will be forwarded to the 
War Department to be considered wpon its merits and in 
connection with the amount of supplies on hand and ap- 
propriations available pertaining to the Army, for the 
tinal action thereon by the Secretary of War. 
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Report oF Navy ENLISTMENTS. 

Reports from the seven recruiting divisions of the 
U.S. Navy for the week ending April 29 show a total 
of 734 enlistments, a gain of nineteen as compared with 


the previous week. Of this number 106 were re-enlist- 
ments and 61 Reservists transferred to the Regular 
Navy. Totals by divisions were as follows: New Eng- 
land, 113; Eastern, 299; Central, 62; West Central, 64; 
Southern, 71; Southeastern, 75; Western, 50.

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STATUS OF ARMY PERSONNELI.. 

Strength of the Army.—The estimated strength of the 
Army on May 6 was 222,226, including 16,331 officers 
and 205,895 enlisted men. The Regular commissioned 
strength on that date was 8,236. 

Resignations of Regular Army Officers—The 2,500 
mark for resignations of Regular Army officers was 
reached early in May, the record as of May 5 as kept in 
the Morale Branch, General Staff, giving the total as 
2,507. By Regular Army grades these separations from 
the Service show 1,369 first lieutenants, 841 second lieu- 
tenants, 258 captaims, thirty-five majors and four lieu- 
tenant colonels. The greater number of resignations 
were of Infantry officers, 941. Coast Artillery Corps 
lost 447, Cavalry 375, Medical Corps 189, Corps of En- 
gineers 110. The four lieutenant colonels were in the 
Field Artillery, Infantry, The J.A.G. Department and 
Q.M. Corps, respectively. 

8.726 Emergency Officers for U.S. Army.—Records of 








the Commissioned Personnel Branch; General Staff, to 
May 4 show that there has been a rush of communica- 
tions from emergency officers desiring appointment in 
the Regular Army since April 17, the date of last report 
quoted in an article on this subject which appeared in 
our issue of May 1, page 1065. To May 5 replies had 
been received from 11,187, or fifty-seven per cent. of the 
officers addressed in sending out the form letter the lat- 
ter part of March. Of this number 7,889, or ‘seventy 
per cent., replied affirmatively, and 3,298, or seventeen 
per cent., definitely withdrew as candidates for appoint- 
ment, In addition to these replies S37 new applications 
have been received, making a total of 8,726 letters re- 
ceived from officers desiring appointment. No reply has 
come from the group of 8,582 officers still on the Class 
» list, out of a total of 19,769 letters sent out to those 
enrolled in this class. 
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PROBLEM OF AIRCRAFT ADVANCEMENT IN U.S. 

Accepting in full confidence the sincerity of Senator 
New and Representatives Curry and Kahn in the intro- 
duction in Congress of bills proposing unification of all 
air activities of the Government into single departments 
or bureaus as a purpose genuinely to advance the devel- 
opment and use of aircraft to the point where the United 
States will lead the world, there are still common+sense 
reasons for believing that their purpose is off the road 
leading to a solution of the nation’s air problem. -The 
first reason is that they propose, first, to make a con- 
glomerate and then to solve the problem through the 
disintegration of the mass—which is the wrong way of 
attack. The second reason is that they assume all air 
navigation activities to be analogous, whereas the civil- 
ian and the military are as distant and distinct as the 
poles. And being distinct, the third reason emerges: 
the unification of civilian and military air activities in a 
single department or bureau of the Government would 
fail of its primary object—co-ordination, co-operation, 
economy. . lor proof that this purpose could lead only 
to failure, Congress needs only to turn back the pages of 
history and mark the* steps where it has itself consist- 
ently and persistently refused, as a civilian body, to co- 
operate through understanding with the military, and 
refused to extend its trust and sympathetic support to 
the advancement of the military arms of the nation. 
How, then, can Congress expect that a combination of 
civilian and military activities. would work out to suc- 
cess in such a inatter of paramount importance as the 





development of aeronautics ? 

The cause of acronautical development unquestionably 
resolves itself into two problems—the one military, the 
other civilian. In both the Army and the Navy air ser- 
vices the belief is practically unanimous that unifica- 
tion of research, experimentation, test and development 
for military purposes is logical, and that such unifica- 
tion should be brought about without loss of time. We 
know, too, that the opinion of many of the best military 
experts is committed to the belief that an authoritative 
Joint Army and Nayy Board, composed of Army and 
Navy aeronautical experts, who shall consider and ree- 
ommend all purchases or construction of aircraft, motors 
and accessories to the Secretaries of War and of the 
Navy, is the most effectual means of establishing efli- 
ciency and economy. ‘Therefore, the military problem, 
so far as it affects the purpose of Congress to bring about 
unification, is not impossible of solution, for in time of 
peace the military problem is one of development and 
not of production. Great quantities of aircraft are not 
desired nor necessary; but every effort toward develop- 
ment of this new arm should be bent in the direction of 
research, experimentation, test, and only such quanti- 
ties of actual machines constructed as will allow ade- 
quate experience in their use, strategically and tactic- 
ally, by the flying corps of the Army and Navy. 

Having set up a ceniral control for Army and Navy 
experimentation, this centralized body would be assigned 
the duty of studying dnd analyzing the experience of 
this day with the machines now im use and under test 
in order to crystallize the results of such experience into 
new and ever advancing design for offensive and defen- 
sive purposes. Personnel drafted from the aeronautical 
experts of the Army and Navy and in intimate contact 
with their colleagues operating aircraft could best as- 
sure success df such a centralized body. It would seem 
that only in this way would it be possible to achieve 
progressive steps in the development of aircraft for mil- 
itary use and to assure ‘the finest product aeronautical 
science can devise. For in this way there would be set 
up an ‘effectual bar to attempts at standarization on 
merely afew of the most successful types of aircraft. 
Standarization unaccompanied by constant development 
of improved types would kill progress and load up the 
Army and Navy with machines which might be obsolete 
in the course of a few months or a year. Therefore, 
there is no economy in standardizaztion alone, aside from 
its discouragement of ideas, study and inventiveness. 
The. Joint Army and Navy Board, reporting direct to 
the Secretary of War and Secretary of the Navy, would 
authoritatively check every tendency toward extrava- 
gance. As a further step in attaining economy the merg- 


ing of the existing Army and Navy plants in a central- - 


ized research and development laboratory might be rec- 
ommended. A centralized supply department, in mili- 
tary opinion, is neither desirable nor necessary, for the 
duplication of aircraft for the Army and Navy air corps 
may? very well be entrusted to the enterprising Ameri- 
can manufacturers under similar regulation as to in- 
spection as now obtains in the production of ordnance 
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for the Army and. warships for the Navy. Production, 
therefore, of aircraft im general need not be under the 
control of the military design staff; but production for 


military purposes would be effectually under the control 


of designers and engineers in immediate contact with the 
Army and Navy operational requirements, ~ 

Having thus established a unified military develop- 
ment, with approved military checks and balances mak- 
ing for efficiency and economy, the program lends itself 
fo the fullest possible development and production of 
aiveraft for civilian use by civilian manufacturers; for, 
except for armament and purely military devices origi- 
nating in the military “laboratory,” the results of all 
aircraft experiments should be available to manufac- 
turers. The “laboratory,” too, might be made available 
to inventors, designers and manufacturers along the 
lines of the Bureau of Standards. ! 

The civilian problem, in our opinion, would be sim- 
plified. It could be solved by setting up in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce a bureau of air navigation. The 
duty of such a bureau would be to foster, develop and 
promote all matters pertaining to civil or commercial 
aeronautics; the collection and dissemination of infor- 
mation; the granting of licenses to pilots other than 
military; the formulation and promulgation of rules and 
regulations to govern air navigation; the issuance of 
licenses for airships, airplanes, hydroairplanes; sea- 
planes, balloons, dirigibles; the formulation and promul- 
gation of regulations governing interstate and‘ intra- 
state flying, and of international flying; the establish- 
ment and maintenance of landing fields; the furnishing 
of personnel and equipment for any department, other 
than military, employing aircraft; the promotion in 
peace time of co-operation between all air interests in 
operational activities; the designation of aerial routes 
throughout. the United States and its possessions; co- 
operation with states, counties and municipalities in 
the .setting aside and establishment of airdromes and 
landing fields to be used in common by military, com- 
mercial and private aircraft; to co-operate with every 
civil department or office of the Government of the 
United States, including the Postoflice Department, the 
Treasury Department, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
the Vorestry Service, and the Bureau of Fisheries, in 
order to properly execute their aeronautical require- 
ments, and to supply them with equipment and per- 
sonnel; to furnish gasoline at cost to owners or operators 
of commercial aircraft landing at any airdrome belong- 
ing to the United States Government; also oil, supplies 
and mechanical assistance, under proper regulation. The 
foregoing surely furnishes a sufficiently extensive pro- 
gram as a nucleus for the unification of the commercial 
and civilian aeronautical activities, and it envisages a 
broad field for the advancement and encouragement of 
civilian aviation. We venture the opinion that it would 
supply the only single air service possessing workable 
units that could be co-ordinated so as to prove success- 
ful. We suggest to the proponents of single air services 
designed to absorb the military that they further the 
real purpose of unification by encouraging team work in 
the Army and Navy air activities on the one hand and 
team work in civilian activities on the other—in seek- 
ing separate, single air service legislation—one military, 
the other civilian. For military aviation embraces a 
“fourth combatant arm” which should not be subservient 
to commercial and sport aviation, however useful each 
may be in the development of all.

‘The use of the radio compass installed on an airplane 
lias been so perfected by the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing of the U.S. Navy Department that it is now possible 
for airplanes equipped with this apparatus to locate and 
find one another even though no definite rendezvous has 
been made in advance. ‘The first trial of this system 
for airplanes making contact with one ancther was made 
under the direction of Comdr. A. H. Taylor, U.S.N., at- 
tached to the air station, Anacostia, in which the air- 
plane from that place was able to locate and join the 
NC-3 en route from Philadelphia to Pensacola without 
any definite rendezvous having been arranged in ad- 
vance. The air station, Anacostia, was in constant com- 
munication with the NC-3 after the latter sailed from 
Philadelphia, and took bearings on both planes, using 
the radio compass, thereby directing their movements 
toward one another. When the planes came within 
sixty-five miles of one another they established direct 
communication by radio without further reference to 
Anacostia, and took radio compass bearings on one an- 
other, resulting in easy contact being made. So far ag 
known, this is the first case in history of such a feat.

tation of troops to the front and their supplies, Admiral 
tenson answered: “We would have stil! transported our 
troops and supplies, and there would have been sufficient 
food.” He maintained that America: was building ehips 
rapidly during the war and this work would have offset 
the tonnage losses. The dispatch of battleships to 
Europe in April, 1917, would Wave placed them‘in a 
position of unnecessary danger. His policy was not to 
safeguard the Navy but,to operate every available ship 


where its use was most urgent. He believed in making 
publie charges, when they are based on. facts, he said in 
reply to Mr. Hale, who asked if he thought it best to

It was indeed a miracle attesting to 
the wise planning, the close oo-aperetes of Army and Navy, 
atid to the marvelous efficiency of nayal navigation and naval 
resourcefulness. The planning and safe execution of that 
epoch-making transportation was due to the wise action of 
the high officials in the War and Navy Departments who, from 
the beginning to the end of the war, worked together with 
perfect understanding, and to all the capable officers and men 
entrusted with this supreme job. It was well done and done 
expeditiously. That fact alone is answer to most of the 
criticisms heard by your committee. 


What Sims Lacked. 


In the face of a great job greatly done, it is a matter of 
national regret that any naval officer should fer any reason 
or for any motive seek either to minimize it or to cast asper- 
sions upon the splendid work by brother officers in or out of 
the department. I confess to surprise and regret when Ad- 
miral Sims made public the letter which was the occasion of 
your hearing. During the conduct of the war, in several im- 
portant particulars, 1 felt he did not wholly measure up to 
expectations in certain particular ways, of which six may be 
mentioned: 

1. He lacked vision to see that a great and new project to 
bar the submarines from their hunting grounds should be 
promptly adopted and carried out, no matter what the cost or 
how radical the departure from what ultra prudent men re- 
garded as impracticable. 

2. He seemed to accept the views of the British Admiralty 
as superior to anything that would come from America and 
urged those views even when the Navy Department proposed 
plans that proved more effective. 

3. In public speeches and other ways he gave a maximum 
of eredit to British efforts and minimized what his country 
was doing. 

4. He coveted British decorations and seemed to place a 
higher value on honors given abroad than by honors that 
could be conferred by the American Government. 

5. He aspired to become a member of the British Admiralty 
and wrote complainingly when the American Government de- 
clined to permit him to accept such tender by the King of 
England. 

6. He placed protection of merchant shipping, with concen- 
tration of destroyers at Queenstown, as the main operation of 
our forces abroad, failing to appreciate that the protection of 
transports carrying troops to France was the paramount naval 
duty until I felt impelled to cable him peremptorily that such 
was our main mission. 

As to the North Sea barrage, the department felt it neces- 
sary, so much importance did it attach to the enterprise, to 
send Admiral Mayo over to convince our British naval asso- 
ciates of its feasibility after Admiral Sims had accepted the 
view of the British Admiralty that it was impracticable, and 
had tried to induce the Bureau of Ordnance and the depart- 
ment not to press it. After it was finally acquiesced in by 
the British Admiralty, Admiral Sims did carry out the depart- 
ment’'s orders with reference to it, though his previous attitude 
had delayed several months this enterprise. Though without 
precedent, this giant preject, conceived by officers of the 


American Navy in Washington, was carried out with brilliant 
success. 

I never gave any public or private criticism of Admiral 
Sims for his failure to show early vision in this connection, 
or of his other mistakes or wrong views. Admiral Mayo suc- 


ceeded with the British Admiralty where Admiral Sims had 
lacked faith, and the British Admiralty in the fall of 1917 
finally accepted the plan we proposed in April, based upen 
the Bureau of Ordnance's recommendation. As to his desire 
for British honors, I informed Admiral Sims plainly of the 
views of the American Government, declined to permit his 
acceptance of konorary membership in the British Admiralty. 
While disapproving it officially and privately at the time, I 
regarded it as rather a love of glitter and foreign recognition 
and honor than anything else. 


Daniels’s Orders as to Destroyers. 

As to his one idea of carrying on the war by putting vir- 
tually ail our destroyers at Queenstown, giving priority to 
protection to merchant ships over that of troop transports, 
the Department compelled the carrying out of its policy by 
this peremptory order, which I penned with my own hand: 

‘the paramount duty of the destroyers in European waters 
is principally the proper protection of transports with Ameri- 
can troops. Be certain to detail an adequate convoy of de- 
atroyers, and in making the detail bear in mind that everything 
is secondary to having a sufficient number to insure protection 
to American troops.’’ 

The above cablegram was sent by the Secretary of the 
Navy to Admiral Sims on July 28, 1917. 

Though the Department had disapproved some of his recom- 
mendations and denied some of his desires, I mistakenly 
supposed until the letter of Jan. 7 that he had accepted and 
acquiesced, with more or less grace, in the Department's 
disposition of ships and its other official actions as a loyal 
officer accepts the decision of his superior, even though he 
might personally hold other views. I did not know when 
Admiral Sims returned from France or until the early part of 
1920 that he had made to Senator Glass, Congressman Byrnes 
and Congressman Whaley. [This was the statement read into 
the records of the inquiry in which Admiral Sims was quoted 
as saying that General Pershing had been unable to break 
through the German lines.] If had known that Admiral 
Sims had made that statement reflecting upon the Army and 
the Navy of the United States, I could never nave given the 
recommendation for his promotion which I generously wrete 
to the Naval Affairs Committee of the House and Senate. 


Sims’s “Indiscreet Speeches and Actions.” 


He had not then attacked the Irish people. I thought thea 
he had only defended American sailors, a proper thing to de, 

hen attacked unjustly by what he termed a lawless element 
in Cork. If I had known that he proposed under the per- 
mission granted him to tell the story of what the Navy had 
done overseas to denounce the Irish people, as he did in his 
articles in the World's Work, the permission would not have 
been granted. 

And so, though not in any way approving any of the mis- 
takes and erroneous views of Admiral Sims during the war, 
the department gave him every consideration. I felt there 
was glory enough for all. I forgot his indiscreet speeches 
and actions, and forgave his tendency to believe in the infal- 
libility of the British Admiralty, and when, in January, 1919, 
he cabled desiring to return to America and requesting to be 
made president of the War College, I promptly and gladly 
granted his request, and upon his return to America recom- 
mended to Congress that he be made an admiral for life, and 
was more than generous in appreciation of his service in the 
war, as indeed I was and am of all the officers and men who 
served in that great struggle. It is far from any purpose of 
mine to detract from the work of Admiral Sims in London or 
to say anything that reflects upon his sincere efforts to win 
victory. He was undoubtedly animated by the same whole- 
hearted resolve to defeat the German forces as were Admiral 
Benson, Admiral Mayo, Admiral Rodman, Admiral Badger, 
Admiral Fletcher, Admiral Wilson, Admiral Niblack, Admiral 
Gleaves, Admiral Strauss, Admiral McKean, Captain Pratt 
and all the other splendid officers who held responsible posi- 
tions in the World War. 


Sims’s Charges Without Foundation. 


‘Admiral Sims’s letter of Jan. 7 was not made public by 
the Department, or even the fact that it existed. It was 
referred to the General Board of the Navy, a distinguished 
body of officers who need no introduction to members of the 
Senate Committee on Naval Affairs (Admiral Sims himself is 
& member of this board), where it would have received all 
the consideration to which it was entitled, and such considera- 
tion by professional experts (including Admiral Sims) might 
have resulted in good. As a result of the publicity given his 
letter by Admiral Sims, and the consequent investigation by 
this committee, wide publicity has been given to a number of 
charges by Admiral Sims reflecting upon the conduct and 
results achieved by the U.S. Navy in the World War. We 
know that hindsight is better than foresight, and after any 
great undertaking, however successful, it is easy to point out 
things done that ought not to have been done, and things 
left undone that ought to have been done. The most serious 


¢harges made by Admiral Sims are without foundation and 
others are not justified. As to some of the actions he assumed 
to criticize he was necessarily ignorant of many things known 
te ns _—~ whose field was wider and knowledge more 
eemplete. 


But upon his assumption of what he calls errors 
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and # small foundation of facts, Admiral! Sims has erected a 
towering structure of exaggeration and misrepresentétien. 

You gentlemen have heard certain witnesses who have to 
some extent supported Admiral Sims, but who mainly devoted 
their energies to rehashing ancient animosities, being largely 
People with a grievance. Practically no witness produ for 
Admiral Sims had personal knowledge of the principal matters 
dealt with by Admiral Sims himself. You have heard a 
number of the most competent officers of the Navy, with first- 
hand knowledge of what happened during the war owing to 
the responsibie positions which they occupied, whose testi- 
mony I think would have been accepted by any open-minded 
ion absolute refutation of practically all of Admiral Sims’s 
charges. 

I can add but little to what has been told you already, 
without covering again ground which has been covered by the 
most capable officers of the Navy. I feel, however, that the 
charges against the Navy are so scandalousiy unwarranted by 
actual facts and conditions, that it is my duty te give you 
gentlemen the benefit of the fullest possible statement, cover- 
ing, of course, only those activities which constitute the out- 
standing achievements of the American Navy, which, from top 
to bottom, did its full duty during the war and measured 
upto the highest standards that can be conceived. 

There are those who believe that mud once thrown by 
muck-rakers leaves a stain difficult to erase, and these may 
fear that the piling of proof on proof by great naval! officers, 
exposing the fallacy of every criticism retailed before your 
committee, will not wholly remove the first impression made 
by these unjust charges. Those who take that view little 
understand the spirit of the American people. It is not too 
much to say that when he read his sensational attack people 
were amazed at the wantonness of the charges; and shocked 
at the idea that a naval officer could be guilty of such a 
breach of confidence as his letter revealed. Then as they 
heard the earliest refutations they became righteously indig- 
nant. Now that every scintilla of unjust criticism has been 
completely and fully and overwhelmingly refuted by the ablest 
and most trusted officers in the American Navy, the indigna- 
tion of the people of America has risen to a feeling of na- 
tional outrage and condemnation. The Navy and its service 
in the World War stand without a trace of the mud which a 
few have sought to bespatter it. The evidence has had only 
one effect, and that has been a feeling of deep regret at the 
necessity of withdrawing approval from Admiral Sims and 
replacing it with deep and lasting disapproval. The only man 
injured in public esteem by his charges reflecting upon his 
brother officers and attempt to hold their self-sacrificing and 
successful service up to condemnation, is Admiral Sims himself. 

Ten Admirals Refuted Sims. 

Continuing the Secretary said that “responsible offi- 
cers, by the testimony of ten to one, refute eriticisms by 
Sims.” “He declared that “the broad naval policy of the 
department must depend upon the policy of the Govern- 
ment, not the Navy Department.” Twelve high rank- 
ing officers were charged with great responsibility dur- 
ing the war, he said, adding: “You have heard eleven. 
The twelfth, Admiral Gleaves, who was in charge of the 
transportation of the troopships that carried soldiers to 
France, is Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet, and, 
while regretting you will lose his testimony, I did not 
feel justified in ordering him from his distant station to 
testify.” One of these officers, declared the Secretary, 
is the author of the criticisms. ‘The other ten,” he said. 
“have so ably and flatly denied their correctness or jus- 
tice in their own statements as to make it seem really 
unnecessary for me to add much thereto.” He continued : 
“However, inasmuch as the judgment and executive 
ability of these: officers has been brought under public 
criticism by one of their own number, and as under the 
old traditions of the Navy these officers look to the ei- 
vilian secretary to defend them before the public, respect- 
ing, as they do. not only the regulations but the spirit of 
the naval service and discipline which has always held 
it improper and unwise for military officers te enter into 
public wrangles with each other on purely military mat- 
ters, I feel that in justice to them I should make elear 
certain matters which, perhaps, while I trust they have 
been clearly understood by you gentlemen, may not have 
been fully grasped through the fragmentary reports of 
these hearings in the publie press.” 

Secretary Daniels declared that “in the establishment 
of the Office of Operations and in placing the Chief of 
Operations in a position of responsibility for the direc- 
tion and operation of the fighting forces of the Navy, 
this administration demonstrated long before the war the 
necessity of efficient organization, which proved its value 
in the stress of the greatest war in history.” Further 
he said: “What I feel is needed from me at this time is 
not a defense but a clear and brief resumé of what al- 
ready has been testified to, that the public may clearly 
understand that the defense of the Navy’s action has 
already been ably and fully made by the highest officers 
of the Navy. together with some statement of what the 
Navy actually did in the war. You have heard long 
statements of what it did not do. ‘The country’s pride 
will be heightened by the facts of some of the great 
things it did do. . . . The Navy has been, I think 
justly, praised not only by our Allies, but even, though 
somewhat grudgingly perhaps, by our foes. It would be 
indeed regrettable if the opinion of one officer, who has 
obviously not been in a position to know all of the un- 
derlying reasons for our actions at any time, should con- 
fuse the future historian or cast any doubts upon the 
deservingness of the eulogies which the Navy has re- 
ceived.” 





How Sims's Letter Was Made Public. 

The Secretary charged Admiral Sims with having 
“proadcasted his charges against the Navy.” In regard 
to the publication of Admiral Sims's letter of Jan. 7, 
1920 (which brought about this investigation), Secretary 
Daniels said : 

The portion of Admiral Sims's letter of Jan. 7, which, 
Perhaps, more than any other of his statements, shocked the 
country, was the paragraph embracing what he called an 
‘‘explicit admonition,’’ not to ‘‘let the British pull the wool 
over your eyes,’’ etc. The people could not understand how 
any patriotic American who put the good of his country first, 
eould possibly spread broadcast a statement which reflected 
upon his own Government and might tend to distwrb the 
cordial relations with a friendly power. They were all the 
more surprised that a naval officer of high rank, sent on a 
secret and confidential mission, should vielate the confidence 
reposed in him and publish a statement which he evidently 
believed would damage a fellow officer and cast doubt upon 
the Navy's whole-hearted devotion to the Allied cause. [ 
Mtst confess that it shocked me, for in all my years of 
association with officers of the Navy this was the first time I 
had ever known one to make public any ia, sage conver- 
sation with a superior officer. I did not believe it was pos- 
sible for an officer of our ay, to do such a thing. 

How was that letter made public? Admiral Sims stated 
that he ‘‘supposed by the Navy Department.’’ He was quoted 
by the New York Times as saying that ‘‘no person had seen 
the letter except the members of his staff and his wife.’’ 
Later, on March 22, in his testimony before your committee, 
Sims admitted upon cross-examination that he had shown it tg 
H. YP. Davison, of the firm of J. P. Morgan ond Company, in 
Mr. Davison's library, Admiral Sims having gone to New 
York to attend a dinner given by Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, owner 
of the New York Tribune, and widow of the late Whitelaw 
Reid, former Ambassador to Great Britain. 

The general public may not be greatly concerned with the 
question of how the letter was made public. It is quite 
different with naval officers, whose first thought is of the high 
traditions of the Service. Not one but a score of them have 
asked me that question, and it may be wol!l to give the facts 
so that there cannot hereafter he any doubt or misunderstand- 
ing. The letter is dated Newport, Jan. 7. It was received in 
Washington Jam.

In answer to an inquiry by representatives of the press that 
morning I stated that a letter had been received from Ad- 
miral Sims, but declined to discuss it or make it public. It 
was not made public until Saturday, Jan. 17, when Admiral 
Sims read it to your subcommittee. The way in which this 
letter, which had nothing whatever te do with medal awards, 
was introduced in the committee's hearing on that subject is 
shown by the following extracts from the record. [Mr. 
Daniels then quoted from the record of the inquiry the ques- 
tions and answers between Admiral Sims and Ohairman fisle 
leading up to the production of the letter by Admiral Sims.] 
Admiral! Sims immediately agitet the letter out of his 
Pocket and read it in the public hearing. If he wished to 
make public what up to that time he called an ‘‘explicit 
admonition’’ given along with his ‘‘orders'’ imparted in 
confidence, he could not have chosen a more ostentatious and 
well planned manner of securing publicity. If, on the con- 
trary, as he said, he had written it only for naval officers, 
nothing would have been easier than, when Senator Hale 
asked him if he had a letter bearing on naval awards, to have 
said that he had written a letter to the Secretary of the Navy, 
bearing upon a totally different subject, but as he had written 
it only for naval uses, io make it public would be a violation 
of naval regulations and naval traditions, he begged to 
excused from reading it. Such a statement would have left 
the so-called ‘‘Lessons of the War’’ for the consideration of 
the General Board of the Navy, where lessons of the war by 
other officers receive the consideration their merits justify. 
But he had it in his pocket, evidently only awaiting the 
opportunity, which the hearing afforded him, to give hie 
charges the widest publicity. 


Sims's Instructions and Orders. 

_ Admiral Sims has told you of his being called to Wash- 
ington and of the instructions he received previous to his 
being sent to London on a confidential mission, a mission so 
confidential that his instructions were not committed to 
writing. He said in his letter of Jan. 7: ‘‘Brief orders were 
delivered to me verbally in Washington. No formal in- 
structions or statement of the Navy Department’s plan or 
policy were received at that time, though I received the fol- 
lowing explicit admonition: ‘Don’t let the British pull the 
wool over your eyes. It is none of our business pulling their 
chestnuts out of the fire. We would as soon fight the British 
as the Germans.’ ’’ 

In the letter from which the above is an extract addressed 
to the Secretary of the Navy and made public by Admiral 
Sims in his, former hearing before the Senate Subcommittee, 
he called the statement above quoted an official ‘‘explicit 
admonition.’’ Now Admiral Sims says regarding the same 
admonitioa from the same officer at a later date that it made 
so little impression upon him that he had ‘‘completely for- 
getten the incident,’’ says he ‘‘did not remember it dis- 
tinctly’’ and regarded it as ‘‘a personal idiosyncrasy of the 
Admiral.’’ Why this change! If it was an officia} ‘‘explicit 
admonition,’’ which he made public, he convicts himself of 
violating Secs. 2, 3 and 4 of Art. 1534 of the Regulations for 
the Government of the Navy. 

In his testimony before your committee Admiral Sims makes 
another statement wholly inconsistemt with the fact that he 
considered the alleged statement enmly an ‘‘idiosyncracy’’ of 
Admiran Benson, for he makes, by more than inference, a 
charge against him as unworthy as it is unfounded. He said 
to your committee: ‘‘Now, my reason for putting it in the 
letter may not be so clear to a civilian as it is to a military 
man, but the spiritual foundation of every war is the will to 
victery, and if any man, no matter how honest, has an in- 
vincible prejudice against the people that we are fighting 
alongside of, it is very probable that it has an unconscious 
influence upon him; and that is the reason that in submitting 
this letter for the consideration of the Navy Department, I 
put that in there, as one of the most important things in the 
letter, that if ever we go into a war again we want to make 
sure that the spiritual foundation of our organization, the will 
to victory, is sound.’’ 


Sims Accepted British Views. 

I do not need to tell your committee that the ‘‘will to win’’ 
completely dominated Admiral Benson, that he was ‘‘whole- 
heartedly’’ working day and night to achieve the great success 
which his efforts more than those of any other naval officer 
brought about, and that his 100 per cent. Americanism and 
great achievements justify the distinguished honors conferred 
upon him at home and abroad. There is a peculiar malady 
which affects a certain type of Americans who go abroad and 
become in many respects un-American. That ady causes 
them to regard others, who do not lose their thoroughgoing 
Americanism and undivided allegiance, as having peculiar 
‘‘idiosyncracies.’’ Sims genuflected so before the British 
Admiralty ideas and accepted British views so fully and 
coveted British honors so earnestly that he came to regard 
as anti-British such a rugged American as Admiral Benson, 
who is ‘‘all American,’’ neither ‘‘pro’’ nor ‘‘anti’’ with 
reference to any other country. 

In his testimony before your committee some weeks later, 
referring to the so-called ‘‘explicit admonition’’ Admiral Sims 
seeks to escape from the serious consequences, which violatin 
confidence and naval custom and regulation would invite i 
the language which he attributed te Admiral Benson, was an 
‘‘explicit admonition.’’ He said in his testimony: ‘‘About 
six months later in my office in Paris he made a similar state- 
ment; at least, to the effect that I was not to allow the 
British to pull the wool over my eyes or to pull their chest- 
nuts out of the fire, or something to that effect: I will admit 
that I had completely forgotten the incident. It was recalled 
to my mind by a member of my staff who was present, and 
who heard it. I think that the reason tbat I did not re- 
member that distincily was because I regarded this as a 
personal idiosyncracy of the ag 


Danicls’s Instructions to Sims. 


I remember very clearly the instructions given Admiral 
Sims and the conversation that took place at the interview in 
the office of the Secretary of the Navy. The United States 
was not then at war, though I believed that Congress would 
declare that a state of war existed between the United States 
and the Imperial German Government within a few days or a 
few weeks. After the usual greetings when Admiral Sims 
came into the office, I told him of the letter from Ambassador 
Page suggesting that an American admiral be sent to London; 
or I showed him a copy of the letter. I am not sure whether 
I gave him a copy of tho letter or only told him of its con- 
tents. This is immaterial; but he was made acquainted with 
the contents of the letter and the fact that Ambassador Page 
had conveyed the offer of the British Admiralty to furnish the 
admiral selected to go to London with ‘‘a sort of special 
staff’’ who would ‘‘give hjm the results of the whole naval 
work since the war began.’ ‘ 

told Admiral Sims that the President had decided to send 
him on the confidential mission outlined in Ambassador Page's 
cablegram, and we wished him to use the cable freely and 
keep the department fully posted on conditions as he found 
them jg London. In that connection we talked of the de- 
striction of merchant shipping. and I told him that the 
President could not understand why the British did not 
convoy their ships through the danger zone, and I added that 
I had informed the zvepaas that there was difference of 
opinion among our naval officers about the convoy system, 
some of them doubting the wisdom of agen ng jhg convoy, 
but that fhe President was decidedly of the opinion that 
d be convoyed. 

Before he left I impressed upon Admiral Sims the fact that 
we were not at war and that until Congress acted the policy 
of neutrality must govern all his public acts and utterances, 
incidentally recalling his Guildhall speech in which he said: 
“If the time ever comes when the British Empire is seriously 
menaced by an external enemy, it is my opinion that you may 
count upon every man, every dollar, every drop of blood of 
your kindred across the sea.’’ 

I added that, of course, Secretary Mever and President 
Taft were right in their reprimand for the utterance. and ibat 
he had been selected for the mission not because of that 
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h but in spite of it, in the confidence that he could 
tain the information this Government would desire in case 
Congress declared war. I do not recall that I specifically 
told him that his mission involved the most sacred confidence ; 
but that was clearly implied if not specifically stated. Be- 
cause of its confidential character it was agreed that he would 
not wear his uniform in his trip and would go over on a 
commercial liner, and would travel in civilian clothes, making 
his departure quietly and without anybody outside the de- 
partment knowing of his sailing or his mission. 

So confidential was the mission regarded that he was in- 
formed he would not at that time be detached from his duties 
as president of the War College, but this confidential mission 
would be in addition to his other duties. My recollection is 
that, in order to insure secrecy, at my suggestion, the Chief 


of the Bureau of Navigation himself wrote out his orders. 
They were as follows: 


Official Letters of Instruction. 

‘*March 28, 1917.—To: Rear Admiral William 8. Sims, 
U.S.N., Commandant, Naval Station, Newport, R.1. Subject: 
Special duty. ‘ 

‘4. Proceed to a port of Great Britain, leaving the United 
States on or about March 31, 1917, and on arrival carry out 
the confidential instructions which have been given you. . 

“2. Enelosed are copies ef orders to you and to Lieut. 
Comdr. John V. Babcock, signed by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, dated March 28, 1917, which will be disre- 
garded. ‘ 

“3. The U.S. Naval Attaché, London, England, is hereby 
authorized to advance to you such funds as may be required. 

‘*4. At such time as may be convenient you will confer with 
the U.S. Ambassador to Great Britain. 

«5. You will acknowledge the receipt of this order by dis- 
patch, addressing same to ‘Rear Admiral L. C. Palmer, Bureau 
ef Navigation. Navy Department,’ giving the name of the 
vessel on which you will take passage, and sign the dispatch 
‘Special.’ 

‘6. This is in addition to your present duties. L. 0. Palmer, 
Acting. (Enclosures 2 \y 

My confidential instructions given him personally and the 
above order constituted the only orders he had when he left 
the United States on his special mission for London. The 
following ore the later orders involving his position and status 
issued to Admiral Sims during the war: 

‘‘April 28, 1917.—To Rear Admiral William §&. Sims, 

S.N., c/o American Embassy, London Engiand. Subject: 
Detached Commandant Naval Station, Newport; to command 
certain destroyers, etc. 

‘4. You are hereby detached from duty as Commandant of 
the Naval Station, Newport, R.1.. and from such other duty as 
may have been assigned you at Newport; will assume com- 
mand of all American destroyers operating from British bases, 
— tenders and auxiliaries thereto which may be sent 
ater. 

‘2. You will continue on your present duties in England, 
this being in addition to the duty referred to above. (Signed) 
Josephus Daniels.’’ 

‘To: Naval Attaché, London. Please communicate the fol- 
lowing letter from the President of the United States te 
Admiral Sims; dated “White House, Washington, May 26, 
1917: Under an act of Congress which was approved May 22, 
1917, you have been designated commander of the United 
States destroyers operating from British bases from May 
26, 1917. It is my pleasure to inform you that under this 
designation you will assume the rank and hoist the flag of 
Vice Admiral in the Navy on receipt of advice of this desig- 
nation. Respectfully, Woodrow Wilson,’ (signed) Daniels, 
Secretary Navy.’ 

‘June 14, 1917.—To: Viee Admiral William S. Sims, 
US.N,, Commanding United States Naval Forces Operating in 
European Waters. ja: Chief of Naval Operations. Subject: 
Change in title. 

'). Your title is hereby changed to ‘Commander, U.S. 
Naval Forces Operating in European Waters.” (Signed) 
Jonggnee Daniels.’’ z 

“Nev. 20, 1917.—To: Viee Admiral William S. Sims, 
U.S.N., Commander U.S. Naval Forces Operating in European 
Waters. Subject: Additional duty as Naval Attaché, London, 
England. 

“4. You will assume duty as Naval Attaché, London, Eng- 
land. 2. This is in addition to your present duty. (Confirming 
dispatch of Nov. 17, 1917.) Signed) Josephus Daniels.’’ 

These several orders and instructions constituted him Naval 
Attaché as well as ‘‘Commander U.S. Naval Forces Operating 
in European Waters.’ Inasmuch as he actually commanded 
no ships in European waters the title given him is misleading, 
His real function was that he was in substance an assistant 
abroad to the Chief of Naval Operations and was also naval 
attaché in London. As all our ships in British waters were 
operated by direction of British officers, he was subdirector of 
operations under Benson rather than commander of forces 
afloat, because he never commanded ships afloat except & few 
days when he relieved Bayly at Queenstown and flew his flag. 


Admiral .Benson’s Work. 


Relative to Admiral Benson and the work of Opera- 
tions, the Secretary said: 

The country has taken the measure of Admiral Benson. 
The unjust aspersions cast upon his administration of his 
great office by Admiral Sims has no foundation in fact. The 
truth is that in his hearings before the House Naval Affairs 
Committee in 1916, asked if defects in turrets of which he 
complained eould oceur now, he replied in the negative, and 
added ‘‘and we will never have them again because of the 
presence of Admiral Benson in his present position. If I 
make a criticism now it goes into his hands, and he can tell 
the Secretary whether it is well founded, and if it be well 
founded, it will be rectified if practicable.’’ 

That was his opinion of Admiral Benson and his position in 
1916. He knows, and all the Navy knows, that every opera- 
tion of the ships of the Navy during the whole war and before 
was in the hands of the Chief of Operations, and that this 
great responsibility was exercised with singleness of purpose— 
throwing the maximum power of the Navy into the war against 
Germany. I was in daily touch with Admiral Benson and the 
other officers in Operations; I know their zeal and enthusiasm; 
I know their faithful and intelligent work; they were iven 
every co-operation and a free hand by the Secretary 0 the 
Navy. Their disposition of all the ships were made to make 
the American Navy do its great part in the World War. Their 
work will stand the teat of time, and the charges that the 
Service from the beginning was not whole-hearted is a cruel 
and unjust attack upon @ great naval officer and all associated 
with him in Operations. 

You have heard the statements of Admiral Benson, Ohiet 
of Operations; Admiral McKean, Chief of Material, and Cap- 
tain Pratt, Assistant Chief of Operations. They have the 
confidence not only of the American but also of foreign 
navies. Their service in the war was not surpassed by that 
of Admiral Sims or any officer overseas. Indeed, upon their 
shoulders rested the responsibility for the assignment and 
operation of every ship in the Navy and its readiness for war. 
Admiral Mayo has told you the fleet was never in such good 
condition as when war was declared in 1917. Admiral 
Plunkett has told you that the Navy never could shoot so well 
ac then. Captain Palmer has told you that never was & ship 
ready to go to sea that officers and men were not ready. And 
the result—the success of the naval ships in every character 
of service in fighting submarines, in transporting troops, in 
convoys, in mine laying, in patrol and all other activities— 
attest the efficiency of Operations and the department. Against 
that record, applauded at home and abroad, the discharge of 
poison gas by men with or without a grievance, cannot revail 
with any just men in the country, the patriotic men and 
out of the department served with such fidelity and efficiency.

Vhether or not a procedure that may invelve such severe

DR. ELIOT'S ATTACK ON WEST POINT. 
Wants Dr. Eliot Charges Iuvestigated. 





As the result of the charges made against West Point 
and its graduates in the Army by Dr. Charles W. Eliot. 
former president of Harvaid Univers ‘ty, noted on pages 
1144-5. Representative Britten on May 10 introduced 
H. Res. 551, directing the Secretary of War to forward 
to the House Committee on Military Affairs, copies of 
the letter te General Buckman, as well as of the speech 
made by Dr. Eliot, together with cepies of any other 
like criticism which may have been made in the past, 
in order that the committee may thoroughly investigate 
the same. Commenting on his resolution Mr. Britten 
said that “when a man of Dr. Eliot's known standing in 
the educational world” makes such charges as those in 
speech and letter to General Ruekman “I think it is 
time for Congress to investigate the matter and ‘see if 
eur curriculum is running in circles and the $20.090 ex- 
pended em each youth is wasted.’ Mr. Britten further 
declared Dr. Ejiet should be given an opportunity to 
tell the Committee on Military Affairs “just where West 
Point graduates failed and were inefficient during the 
war and hew, in his opinion, this may be obviated in the 
future.” Mr. Britten denied the charges made by Dr. 
Eliot about our Army officers and declared they “showed 
exceptional ability in the contre] and handling of men 
- . + &#s well as daring disregard of persenal danger.” 
He added: “The War Department cannet let the state- 
ment of Dr. Eliot go unanswered, when the very founda- 
tions of West Point are being shattered by such far- 
reaching criticism. Instead of being a failure. the World 
War has put the American officer in the very first ranks 
of military position and Dr. Eliot's criticism comes with 
poor grace. . . . I challenge Dr. Eliot to shuw that 
West Point graduates as a class, are inferior physically 
and mentally to the graduates of his owa university © 
any other school on earth.” 


Dr. Eliot's Tribute to West Point in 1902. 


It is of interest to recall that at the time of the cele- 
bration ef the centennial anniversary of the foundation 
of the U.S. Military Academy in June, 1902, President 
Eliot in a letter to the editor of the ARMY aNp Navy 
JouRNAL, which appeared in our columns among other 
tributes to the academy, expressed views as to the edu- 
cational value of West Point aet unlike these to which 
he has recently given utterance: but at the same time 
paid high tribute to the academy. Fle wrote: 

Harvard University, Cambridge, June 10, 1902 

My Dear Sir: The value of the Military Academy at West 
Point as an educational influence on the country at large seems 
to me to lie chiefly in the demonstration it has given ef the 
worth of a thoremgh professional training. even though that 
training be of an elementary sort. The Academy has had no 
gpod imfiuence upon the primary or secondary schools of the 
éeuntrr fer the reason that its ewm requirements for admis- 
sion have always been very low—far below the existing stand- 
ards of the good secondary schools of the United States. 
When ence admitted to the Academy the cadets have, however, 
been held to a high and rigid standard, which has been a 
useful example. 

The detects of the Academy have been, of course, incapable 
of remedy from within itself. That the lew requirements for 
admission have been really determined by Congress, and the 
selection of its young teachers invariably from its own gradu- 
ates, and generally for short term of service, has inevitably 
tended to the perpetuation of its own methods, uninfluenced 
by the great changes in educational methods which have been 
gradually evolved during the past eighty years. It was not to 
be expected, however, that the example of a school devoted 
to the training of young men for so peculiar a profession as 
that of arms should have any considerable influence upon the 
extraordinarily diversified schools which train for the nu- 
merous professional occupations of civil life. The great 
achievement of the Academy, to my thinking, has been the 
production of officers capable of carrying the country through 
the wars in which it has been involved in the past seventy 
vears. That is an immense service, which much more than 
justifies all the expenditures which have ever been made upon 
West Point, and reward the devoted labors of men whe 
founded it and have administered it Very truly yours,

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Naval Mivitia Proviso Opposep. 

An amendment by the Senate to the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill (H.R. 13108), which would authorize the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to maintain and provide for the 
Naval Militia, allow its members to enroll in the Naval 
Reserve Force and receive all benefits, gratuities, privi- 
leges and emoluments of the Reserve Foree, count all 
duty as Naval Militiamen as active service, and provid- 
ing that “all moneys appropriated for the Naval Re- 
serve l'orce shall be . . . made available for the 
Naval Militia,’ was opposed on behalf of the Reserve 
Force before the House Committee on Naval Affairs on 
May 7. Appearing in favor of the amendment was Com- 
modore R. P. Forshew, U.S.N.R.F., of New York. In 
opposition to the amendment there were heard Capt. 
Henry J. Ziegemeier, U.S.N., chief of the Naval Ke- 
serve Force Division, Bureau of Navigation; his aid, 
Lieut. Comdr. F. G. Blasdell, and Capt. C. F. Macklin, 
U.S.N.RLF.. of Baltimore. These officers declared that 
the proviso inserted by the Senate attempts to give 
power to the Naval Militia to order what the Reserve 
Force shall do. They opposed it strenuously on the 
ground that it sets up dual control and dual identity, 
found undesirable during the war, and not desired under 
any circumstances. They were not opposed to states 
having control of their own Naval Militia, but insisted 
that this purpose of the Senate’s was most injurious 
and would bring about results just the opposite of what 
i laimed was the intention, “the maintenance of 
; While committeemen did not express opin- 
ions on the proposed amendment, it is believed that the 
House conferecs will oppose its retention in the bill.

SpeciaL Scuoor at Camp GRANT. 

Plans have been approved by the War Departmen: for 
the establishment at Camp Grant, IIL, of the Education 
and Recreation Special School to develop the instruction 
aud training of officers as education and recreation offi- 
cers, and of officers, enlisted men and civilians in the 
duties pertaining to the system of education and recrea- 
tien in the Army. The school opens its first session July 
1. The faculty consists of officers and civilian teachers 
well traincd in methods of Army education and recrea- 
tion. Facilities and equipment are provided for conduct- 
ing and experimental demonstration of both the school 
work and the recreation features of Army training under 
the most favorable circumstances. As a part of the 
training at this special school, a model school operated 
under Bulletin 33, War Dept., 1919, will be conducted, 
whose students will have a special military training 
program while they are in attendance, and it will afford 
a concentrated and beneficial form of educational activity. 
For this school 1,000 recruits are desired by July 1, for 
the enlistment of whom special effort is being urged upou 
recruiting officers by The Adjutant General.

AIR SERVICE NOTES. 
Fields Opened to Er-Army Fliers. 





Flying tield commanders have been authorized to per- 
mit former Army pilots to fiy at Government flying fields 
in Government machines. This order has caused in- 
creasing numbers of requests from former pilots to con- 
tinue their aeronautical training. 

Fatality Rate for Elementary Flying. 


During the last three months the fatality rate for ele- 
mentary flying, based on the number of hours flown, has 
decreased. In this period 3,553 hours were flown per 
fatality as compared with 3,149 hours for the six months’ 
pcrfod preceding the armistice, and the low mark of 
1,301 hours for the first half of 1919. There were ie 
graduates in elementary flying from Jan. 1 to March 15, 
1920. 

March Field Graduates 655 Pilots. 

The Air Service Pilots’ School at March Field, River- 
side, Calif.. was opened on June 15, 1918. Since that 
date 820 cadets have been assigned for flying instruction. 
Of this number 655 have been graduated. A class of 
ninety-two cadets now under instruction is expected to 
complete the course and graduate before June 1. In 
addition there have been sixty officers and ten nou-com- 
missioned officers graduated at this school. From June 
15, 1918, to May 1, 1920, approximately “900,000 aerial 
miles have been flown in 60,000 flying hours by the stu- 
dents of the school. 

Rigid Hangar for Pacifie Coast. 

The Navy Department has completed arrangements 
with the War Department for the erection of a perma- 
nent hangar to accommodate rigid dirigibles on North 
Island, San Diego, Calif. The matter depends upon 
funds being available to the Navy Department for this 
purpose. With the purchase for the Navy of the great 
dirigible in England accommodations on both coasts are 
imperative. For this one ship there will be available 
only the hangar the Navy is erecting at Lakehurst, N.J.

Subsistence Expense .R.O.T.C. While Traveling. 

The Secretary of War has directed that Paragrapls 
26 and 28, Special Regulations No. 44a, War Dept., 
1920, be changed as follows: 

Paragraph 26. Transportation and Travel Allowances, 
—After last sentence add: “Where it is impracticable to 
issue rations in kind .te, such students while traveling to 
or from camps, they will be paid in reimbursement for 
actual cost of meals for the time actually and unavoid- 
ably consumed in such travel, or. in the voyage where 
travel is performed by boat and when subsistence is not 
imeluded in the charge for passage, -provided that under 
such conditions the total charge for meals does not exceed

practicable, students’ should obtain reveipts to be pre- 
sented to the finance officer at the camp in support of 
vouchers for reimbursement.” 

Paragraph 28. Travel Orders,—Change Paragraph 2 
of the form -fer special order-to read as follows:

Service LIGHTER-THAN-AIR ACTIVITY. 

Indications at Washington point toward a decided in- 
crease in activity in connection with the lighter-than-air 
craft. The Navy Department has become keenly inter- 
ested in the developments of dirigibles in Germany, since 
reports of the progress there have been laid before com- 
mittees of Congress by Col. William N. Hensley, jr., 
U.S.A., who spent five months in that country study- 
ing aeronautical development. Comdr. Jerome C. Hun- 
‘saker, U.S.N., of the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, and member of the Joint Army and Navy Board 
of Aeronautics, has sailed for Germany on a mission for 
the Navy Department in connection with lighter-than- 
air craft. It is thought likely that the Navy may eventu- 
ally come into possession of the rigid dirigible LZ-125, 
on which the Army has an option which expires. on July 
1 next. Three officials of the Zeppelin company, are 
coming to the United States and are due to arrive May 
24 to consult with the Navy Department and private in-

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ANOTHER ATTACK ON WEST POINT 

At the annual meeting of the Harvard Teachers’ As- 
sociation in Cambridge, Mass., on May 1, Dr. Charles 
W. Eliot, former president of Harvard University, made 
an unwarranted attack on the U.S. Military Academy in 
the course of some remarks replying to a speech ma®: by 
Prof. Dallas Lore Sharp, of Boston University, who was 
advocating the suppression of the private in favor of the 
public school. Dr. Eliot was quoted as saying, in refer- 
ence to the Military Academy: “I hope we shall never 
take our example for public school administration from 
West Point. It is a good example of just what an edu- 
cational institution should not be. This was shown by 
the inefficiency and failure of its graduates in war. Its 
fundamental error is that it provides no liberty at all 
for the teachers. The program of studies, the method of 
teaching is all exactly prescribed. Everyone gets the 
same training.” 

On the publication of these remarks Brig. Gen. John 
W. Ruckman, U.S.A., commanding officer of the North 
Atlantie Coast Artillery ‘District and stationed at Bos- 
ton, wrote -the. following letter to Dr. Eliot: 


My dear Dr. Eliot—I am writing to you concerning certain 
statements herewith. The part which concerns me now in par 


ticular is enclosed in red pencil jines and commences tinder 
the headline “West Point Horrible Example.’ This clipping 
is taken from the Sunday edition of the Bostou Post, May 2 I 
beg to invite your attention to the statement in reference te 
the inefficiency and failure of the graduates of West Point (the 


U.S. Military Academy) in war. This appears to be such @ 


startling sort of statement that I can hardiy believe anyone con- 
versant with the facts would make same under such circum- 
stances. I beg that you will inform me in writing whether 
or not these remarks, substantially as printed in the clipping, 


Knowing that papers 





emanated from you on this occasion. 
often make remarks which they attribute to others; often ex- 
aggerating the substance spoken, I should like very much te 
have these remarks either denied or acknowledged by you. 

If you acknowledge tO have made these remarks, and hold 
these sentiments in regard to the graduates of the U.S. Military 
Academy, I shall appreciate your giving me definite facts with 
reference to articles, reports or other evidence, proving, or tend- 


ing to prove, the correctness of the statemients in question 

feel that if these statements are correct the evidence upon which 
they are based shéuld be known to the country, If they are nos 
correct, and you repudiate them in substance, I feel that such 


action on your part should be published to the world. 

I am a graduate of the Military Academy myself, and since 
that time have served thirty-seven years as a - commissioned 
officer. Most of my friends are also graduates of the Military 
Academy, and having spent this long period in close associu- 
tion with them I do not feel that such statements as those ap- 
pearing in this clipping should be left unchallenged. | further 
feel that if these statements are correct there is but one .con- 
clusion that can be made, and that is that the Military Academy 
ought to be abolished. As this question concerns not only me, 
but all the graduates of the Academy turned out since its origin 
in 1802, I feel that I am justifiedin inquiring into this matfer 
with the idea of having the fatits presented to the world I 
need hardly say here that Iidesire to publish any denia! of 
the statements in issue, or any analysis of the general situation 
as affected thereby, and feel that’ the result~of this imquiry 
should be made known to the people in the same public way 
that your reflections upon graduates of the Academy were 


promulgated. I shall appreciate an answer in full to my 
inquiry. 

General Ruckman received the following reply frem 
Dr. Eliot on May 8: 

The report of my remarks before the Harvard Teachers’ 


Association given in the Sunday_edition of the Boston Post of 
May 2 is apparently a longhand report; so that the language 
is for the most part not mine, and the heading “West Point 
Horrible Example” is the-reporter’s or the editor's. Two state- 
ments contained in the report are, however, substantially cor- 
rect; namely, ““West Point is an example of just what an edu- 


cational institution should not be.’ and secondly, This was 
shown by the inefficiency and failure of .its graduates in the 
World War.” 

In my opinion, no American school or college intended for 


youth of between eighteen and twenty-two years of age should 
accept such ill-prepared material as West Point accepts See- 
ondly, no school or college should have a completely prescribed 
curriculum. Thirdly, no school or college should have: its 
teaching done almost exclusively by recent graduates of the 


same school or college who are not teachers and who serva 
short terms. West Point, so far as its teachers are concerned, 
breeds in-and-in, a very bad practice for any educational in- 
stitution. 

The graduates of West Point during the World War, both 
in the. field and in business office, did not escape—with few 


exceptions—from the methods which they had been taught and 
drilled in during peace. The methods of fighting were in the 
main new, and ‘the methods of supply and accounting ought te 
have been new. The red-tape methods prescribed to the Ameri- 
ean Regular Army in peace times and the acquired habit among 
American Regular Army officers of “passing the buck’ were 
very mischievous all through the actual: fighting, and remain 
a serious impediment to the efficiency of the War Department 
to this day. ~I cannot’ give you reference to articles, reports 
or other evidence proving, or tending to prove, the correctness 
‘of these opinions. I have kept no such file or record, and my 
opinions have been-formed from reading a great variety of evi- 
dence on the general subject. 

I do not agree with you that if the statements I made before 
the Harvard Teachers’ Association are correct the Military Acad- 
emy ought to be abolished; but surely it ought to be changed. 
I think, however, that the Regular Army ought to be abolished 
as soon as the United- States becomes a member of the League. of 
Nations. Indeed,.I think no nation should be allowed to main- 
-tain-an army of -the kind called: Regular; that is, an. army all] 
of whose officers are men who have embraced for life the pro- 
fession of -the soldier. 

I beg that you will prosecute diligently your intention of 
cepiptalt publicly to my “reflections upon graduates of the Acad- 
emy’; for it is possible that public attention may thereby . be 
turned to the whole question of maintaining the American Regu- 
lar-Army. I beg-that you will feei at liberty to use this letter 
in any way which seems to you desirable. for the promotion 
of the public interest or the interest of West Point. I shall, of 
course, feel entirely at liberty to reply to-any criticism you may 
make ‘om my. remarks .before the Marvard Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. I ought perhaps to add that the language I used at 
that dinner was. absolutely extemporancous; for I was replying 
to-remarks made a few moments.earlier by a previous speaker. 


In a special: dispatch to the-New York World. dated 
Cambridge; Mass., May 9, General Ruckman is stated te 
have answered Dr. Eliot in.these words: 

Dr. Eliot-is not competent to judge a military iustitutioa, 





however great may be his abilities as an educator, I am’ met 
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prepared “to accept his version. 
situation, aw if he is right in his «statements they ought to be 
aired’ and thoroughly discussed no matter whom it may hurt. 
It seems to me that if his*statements are correct there is nothing 
to do -but abelish the Military Academy. I know that if an 
institution has been running for 118 years and its graduates 
have been failures and incompetents, why, theré’ is not much 
to do but abolish it. , 

I do not believe that ‘statemenis of that’ kind should” be 
allowed to pass and accepted as facts without the most careful 
investigation, so that there should be’ no question of doubt in 
regard to them. This. propaganda “against the -Regidlar Army 
officers and West Point Academy has been going on for more 
than a year and a half by propagandists attacking the Military 
Academy who don’t know the difference bétwéen a soldier and 
a wheelbarrow. 


re =a - 


Of the charges made by Dr. Eliot the more serious ones 
are that “West Point is an example of just what an 
educational institution should not be. This ‘was 
shown by the inefficiency and failure of its graduates in 
the World War” and “the red-tape methods prescribed 
to the American Regular Army in peace times and the 
acquired habit among American Regular Army officers of 
‘passing the buck’ were very mischievous all through ihe 
actual fighting, and remain a serious impediment to the 
efficiency of the War Department to this day.” - These 
charges are concerned with the honor of the Service, and 
the military efficiency of Army officers in time of war 
and therefore, as Gencral Ruckman was prompt to dis- 
cern, were charges to be answered at once. Dr. Eliot, 
as everyone who reads our periodical literature and news- 
papers well knows, is a pronounced pacifist and an anti- 
Army man of the strongest type. He looks at our Army 
affairs from a strongly prejudiced viewpoint and, as he 
admits in his letter to General Ruckman, “‘cannot give 
reference to articles, reports or otker evidence proving. 
or tending to prove, the correctness of-these opinions,” 
adding, “my opinions have, been formed from reading a 
great variety of evidence on the general subject.” 

Dr.. Eliot. probably has indulged in reading a great 
variety of evidence on our Army affairs, but we should 
judge it was all evidence presented by the prosecution. 
We do not imagine that Dr. Eliot would consider the 
opinion of a master plumber as of very high importance 
in passing on the educational system in vogue in any 
of our college of universities nor do we, in common with 
all Army officers; regard that the opinion of a purely 
civilian educator in the matter of the system of education 
in use at a military institution would be as of much im- 
portance as that of an experienced soldier. It is welt- 
established that every foreign army officer of distinction 
in his country’s service who has ever visited West Point 
or studied the system of education practiced at the Mili- 
tary. Academy is of the opinion that it is the finest in- 
stitution of its kind in the world. Moreover it is gen- 
erally acknowledged by historians that the first success- 
ful war fought on land by the United States, the Mexi- 
can War, owed its success entirely to the fact that most 
of the Army officers were graduates of West Point, for 
the War of 1812 was fought too soon after the establish- 
ment of the Military Academy to have its graduates 
make an impression on the Army. 

Dr. Eliet cannot prove his contention that the gradu- 
ates of West Point were inefficient and failures in the 
World War. This is a part of the evidence for the prose- 
cution we have referred to that Dr. Eliot has been read- 
ing. There is not a fair-minded man, young or old, who 
served with our land forces during the war who does not 
know that the Regular Army was the keystone of our 
whole military effort. And the Regular Army is fash- 
ioned, must be fashioned on the basis of the course of 
instruction at West Point. The venerable former presi- 
dent of Harvard University does not appear to appreci- 
ate the fact that the Military Academy is the child of 
Congress atid that its admission requirements and cur- 
riculum are based on making it an institution representa- 
tive of our republican form of government according to 
the ideas of Congress on this subject. He also shows a 
lack of precision in statement when he ascribes “red-tape 
methods” and “passing the buck’ in the Army as being 
“a serious impediment to the efficiency of the War De- 
partment.” Dr. Eliot should know that the War De- 
partment is a eivil branch of our Government and that 
following the dictates of Congress it prescribes what he 
ealls “red-tape methods’ which Army officers must fol- 
low if they are‘to live-within the law. Surely Dr. Eliot 
would not advocate conducting an army without method, 
be it “red-tape” or. otherwise. That experiment was 
tried in Russia after the Revolution and it was not long 


before the Soviet leaders realized that by method and - 


method alone could the Russian Soviet army be made an 
effeétive military weapon. The “charge as’ to “passing 
the buck” is obviously culled from the evidence for the 
prosecution. We -are not certain as to whether ‘Dr. 
Eliot means this in the sense of evading résponsibility 


or whether in the course of his unidentified general read- : 


ing he has gathered some wholly erroneous’ ideas‘ as’ to 
the absoluté necessity, according to our Government laws 
and Army Regulations, of Army officers ‘following orders 
absolutely and implicitly. Civilians entering’ Army life 
temporarily are always resentful of so-called “red-tape 
methods” and of carrying things “through the channel.” 
And they usually interpret this précision of -practice ac- 
cording to their false lights: 
Eliot has been studying: They “are misleading reflec- 
tions of the true rays, © ~*- ~- - 


We doubt that in the wliole course of the many attacks - 


that have been madé*on West Point. and its graduates, in 
the. 118 years of its.existence any charge so grossly un- 
just or so inaccurate'‘in a-statement of military fact can 
equal those made by Dr. Eliot when he says: ‘The grad- 
uates of West Point during the World War, beth in the 
field and in business offices, did not escape, with few ex- 
eeptions, from the methods whieh they had ‘been: taught

they had been taught and drilled in dtring peace” our 
Army officers worked out plans to send .an -Army, to 
France such as had never been transported across 3,000 
miles of sea and which no military or navy man in the 
world had believed could be so transported. By “the 
methods they had been taught and drilled in during 
peace times” our Army officers taught our troops to take 
a position in the*Argonne in two’ days that the best 
French military opinion did not believe we would take 
in less than six weeks. By “the methods they. had been 
taught and trained in during peace” our Army officers 
produced the héalthiest Army our country had ever 
known, an Army which, by living up to the metheds our 
Army officers “had been taught and drilled in during 
peace” made a profound impression on the French peo- 
ple by its personal cleanliness and its right living. Dr. 
Eliot’s statement that “the methods of fighting were 
new” is the result of his general and unidentified reading 
of the writing of amateur tacticians and strategists, we 
must assume. If he will read, specifically, the official 
dispatches of General Haig and the official reports of 
General Pershing and General March he will learn that 
the “new methods of fighting” were exaggerated by ci- 
vilian writers and that the war was won by the oldest 
type of fighting man in the world, the Infantryman, who 
did what he always has done since warfare began. 

No one seeks more heartily and earnestly to improve 
West Point in every respect than its graduates in the 
Regular Army. How responsive they are to the neces- 
sity for change the currieulum at the present time shows. 
But, likewise, no one knows better than do Regular 
Army officers that the U.S. Military Academy is a highly 
specialized institution that must be treated in a different 
way than a civilian institution of learning. The dis- 
cipline that is the root of the one is wholly unknown to 
the othet. And, in the Jong run, it is.this question of 
discipline that is behind most of such false and unwar- 
ranted attacks on West Point and its graduates ‘as -_ 
latest one made. by Dr. Eliot.

ARMY RECREATION AND TRAINING. 

General Staff Statement on Appropriation Legislation. 

The War Plans Division of the General Staff has pre- 
sented to the Senate Committee on Military Affairs a 
statement of its views on the sections of the Army. Ap- 
propriation bill relating to the maintenance of post ex- 
changes, the various types of - buildings suitable for the 
recreation and physical improvement of the soldier, and 
for educational and vocational training. Approval is 





- expressed of the phraseology of the. section providing 
- for post exchanges, ete., for’ which an appropriation of 


$833,000 was asked, ‘and also of the céfitinddtién ofthe 
“hostess’s houses” established during the war with their 
civilian women employees. It also favors continuing 


‘ the use of civilian librarians and of employing “a lim- 


ited number of civilian expert advisors upon the specific 
technical matters pertaining to the’ various recreational 
activities.” Concerning the section devoted to voca- 
tional training the War. Plans Division suggests chang- 
ing the phraseology of the section to include the pay- 
ment of the traveling and other expenses of the civilian 
instructors in the most important trades in order that 
these expenses may be met out of the appropriation for 
vocational training; the inclusion of “live stock and 
fowls” among materials in order to provide the neces- 
sary live stock for. agricultural training; and also that 
farm products and the imerease of live stock, (including 
fowls) which accrue as incidental to vocational train- 
ing.in agriculture and animal husbandry may be sold 
under regulations prescribed by the Secretary of War, 
the profits to be used for the purchase of materials used 
for the instruction of the soldiers in agriculture and an® 
mal husbandry. Another amendment asked for is that 


the Secretary of War be empowered to use such por- 


tions of the appropriation for vocational training as he 
may see fit to develop the system. The statement con- 
tinues: . 

Necd for Larger Appropriation. 

“The amount appropriated by the House of Represen- 
tatives for the fiscal year 1921 under vocational train- 
ing is $2,000,000. 
Department cover under this item the sum of $9,857,000. 
This sum of $9,857,000 was based upon the best avail- 
ablo statistics and careful computation. It will make it 
possible for the War Department to train 65.9 per cent. 
of an army of 299,000 at a per capita cost per year of 
$50: Bi-monthly reports from the camps ‘indicate that 
this year the election of educational work -has increased 
from seventeen per cent. on Oct. 31- to twenty-one per 
cent: on Dec. 31 to twenty-seven per cent. on Feb. 29. 
Reports from the Recruiting Service indicate that ap- 
proximately eighty per cent. of the men who have en- 
listed since Jan. 1 have come into the Army because of 
the’ educational facilities offered. There is at present a 
waiting list of soldiers who desire this training, but for 
whom the War Department, on account of lack of equip- 
metit andteachers, has been~unable ‘to make provision. 
‘It is;’ therefore, -a conservative’ estimate that it will be 
-mecessary to -provide next year for the instruction ‘of 
two-thirds of the soldiers of the Army.

Service of the Army is, as you know, making extraordi- 
nary efforts to obtain recruits, and under the correct as- 
sumption that the people of the country through the 
Congress have decided that education is a necessary 
part of military training, are placing the educational 
opportunities of the Army before. prospective recruits. 
As has been indicated, a large percentage of recent ‘en- 
listments have been made because of the edue:tional ad- 
vantages which the Army offers as part of it; military 
training. The problem is simple. It is necessary to 
arrive at a safe estimate of the number of men that will 
constitute the Army for the fiscal year 1921. It is then 
necessary to arrive at an estimate of how many of thése 
men will elect to take advantage of the educational ad- 
vantages which the Army is. offering.’, These estimates 
must then be multiplied by the per capita cost. This has 
been done by the War Department and the estimate of 
$9,857,000 as the cost for the educational features of 
the military training for two-thirds of 299,000 men is 
the result.© The War Department presents this result 
to the members of the committee, urgently re¢commend- 
ing the adoption of this figure.”

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FIDELITY OF OFFICERS OF THe U.S. Navy. 


When Secretary Daniels on May 11 disclosed the fact 
that the President had visited the fleet at York river 
and addressed the officers on the U.S.S. Pennsylvania 
in August, 1917, the Secretary unconsciously paid high 
tribute to the officers of the @eet, for not one had broken 
the confidence reposed in him by the Commander-in-Chief 
on that Friday night. The “bold and audacious” war 
policy then enunciated had until May 141 of this year 
been unrevealed to the general public. No finer tribute 
as to the fidelity to a great trust could be laid before the 
people of the country than was revealed in this incident 
of the Senatorial investigation of the conduct of the 
Navy in the World War. The fact that the President 
had gone to the fleet and directly told his war policy to

the officers has been kept an inviolate secret, and the - 


trust imposed in these officers proved out by 100 per 
cent. loyalty. It is now revealed that when the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary returned» from the trip on the 
President’s yacht Mayflower no inquiry was made at 
the hundreds of news gatherers as to 
the incidents of the trip, all assuming it was arranged 
for a week-end rest. Beyond expressing hopes that ‘the 


trip had been a pleasant one, no one pursued the matter 3 
_ further. : 


Many officers who were on board the Pennsyl- 
vania and heard the President now declare that it was 
the most ‘inspiring conference they .ever, attended, and 
that it was effective in, implanting in all of them the 
will to victory. Dissatisfaction , existed at the time ‘be- 


cause every officer was naturally anxious to be overseas. 


and in the midst of a hoped-for engagement which would 
wipe out the enemy fleet completely ; high Tanking offi- 
cers were disinclined to accept assignments which meant 
keeping out of touch with hostilities ; others were chaf- 
ing at seeming inactivity. The result of this historical 
occasion on the Pennsylvania was a smoothing out of 
difficulties and an implanting of a high state of morale 
manifested in all the great deeds performed by the U.S.

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REORGANIZATION Britt Str_y IN CONFERENCE. 


The Senate and House conferees on the Army Re 
organization bill up to _May 13 had failed to reach a 
definite decision on the measure. Due to the absence of 
Representative Dent, one of the conferees, final action 
was postponed. Failure to reach an agreement is due 
to differences over the National Guard provision in the 
bill. Whether. the Guard shall become an integral part 
of the Regular. Establishment or revert to its pre-war 
status is the question that has proved the stumbling 
block. For political reasons, if nothing else, Congres- 
sional leaders appear to believe that_it would be a wise 
policy to postpone the question of Army reorganization 
until the next session. At ‘any rate there was an indica- 
tion that the FMfouse conferees, led by Representative 
Kahn, might decide to ask for instructions from the 
majority leaders before agreeing on the National Guard 
provisions.. Army officers. declare that Army reorganiza- 
tion legislation at this session is.imperative and they 
predicted that, lacking an established military policy, 
the morale of the officer and enlisted personnel, who are 
impatiently awaiting a definite Army policy, would be 
further shattered and that the discharge of the emer- 
gency officers on July 1, 1920, would be an act of dis- 


integration from the effects of which the Army would’ 


not recover for many years.

In teply to Admiral Sims’® criticism of failure of the 
Navy. Department to permit bim to select flag officers the 
Secretary said: “The only thing that counts in the acid 
test is results. The results abroad of the service of flag 
officers séleeted by the Department attest the wisdom of 
their seleetion. . It weuld have been a military 
mistake to have given this power which he (Sims ) 
coveted and which he complains was withheld from him.’ 
By the violation of confidence, the Secretary ‘charged

tice,” continued the Secretary, “can never be forgiven a 
naval ofheer entrusted with confidential and important 
duties representing the American Navy abroad.

Referring to Admiral Sims's charge of losy of life the 
Secretary said: “You have heard many great admirals 
of the American Navy testify that Admiral Sims attacks 
upotr the work of the American Navy during the war. are 
either: wholly: unwarranted or grossly exaggerated.

Program of Naval Expansion in 1916.

This is the first 
time that any administration ‘has decided to presetg to Con- 
gress a continuing shipbuilding program. . 

After careful consideration, Congress approved my recom- 
mendation,” which the President had urged, and the Wifi of

Sims Reply “Generalitics.” ‘ 

Admiral Sims’s reply to the President’s telegram, said 
Secretary Daniels, “was a long telegram of. generalities 
of what the British Admiralty was doing, stating thaf 
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the British planned a ‘combined sea and land attack to 
foree back the German right flank and deny the use of 
Zeebrugge as a provisional base.’” Secretary Danicls 
commented that “that was the kind of bold and auda- 
cious thing the President and the department had been 
urging from our entrance into the war, but even then, 
as iral Sims said, it had not been ‘definitely de- 
cided by the War Council,’ though the daring and suc- 
eeasful attack on Zeebrugge came much later. It. might 
have been a different story if it had been undertaken 
earlier when the Navy Department was urging some 
such bold plan, all of which Admiral Sims thought ‘im- 








practicable’ when proposed and urged by the Navy.” 
he Secretary continued: 
In his answer to the President, referring to the American 


Navy's plans for preventing the egress of the German subma- 
yines, which in 1918 were successfully carried out, Admiral 
Sims cabled, “I have been shown studics of the proposed plans 
and I consider them impracticable.’ The Admiral evidently 
sought to discredit the department’s plans by saying ‘“‘these 
same suggestions and many similar ones have been and continue 
to be made by people of all classes since the beginning of the 
war.” Instead of accepting the department's suggestions of 
“great offensive plans,” or originating some plan that promised 
to stop the egress of German submarines, his mind was closed 
as the above and many other extracts show to every plan look- 
ing toward the great offensive which in the fall was the most 
effective foe of the submarine. 

Admiral Sims cabled the President, said the Secrctary, 
that the proper policy to pursue was to adopt the sug- 
gestions he had made to the department, most of which 
had been decided upon and put in operation before Ad- 
miral Sims had suggested them. Mr. Daniels continued: 

The Admiral suggested that the Navy should adopt an organi- 
zation “similar in all respects to the British squadron,” virtu- 
ally transfer all naval authority to his headquarters in Lon- 
don, and that he should be given a larger staff. Admiral Sims 
was careful not to say, though he regarded the Queenstown 
base and surroundings as “the critical area,”’ that as rapidly 
as American destroyers arrived the British destroyers were re- 
moved to another area, though he now makes the preposterous 
statement that the failure to have more destroyers in that critical 
area (we had thirty-four at that time out of our total of fifty) 
,occasioned the loss of 500,000 lives and fifteen billion dollars of 
money. 

Sims “Hypnotized” by British Influence. 

A remarkable statement in a cablegram from Admiral 
Sims to the President, said Secretary Daniels, was the 
following: “Depend upon the fact, which I believe to be 
true, that regardless of any future developments we ean 
always count upon the support of the British navy. I 
have been assured this by important government offi- 
cials.” The Secretary continued : 

This is the most remarkable of all the abundant evidence 
that Admiral Sims was so hypnotized by British influences that 
he was willing to try to lure the President of the United States 
into the feeling that ‘‘regardiess of any future developments we 
can always count upon the support of the British navy.’ He 
not only expresses it in a childlike and bland way as his 
opinion, but gravely also states that he had “‘been assured this 
by important government officials."’ It would be interesting to 
know what British “‘government officials’ assured him that ‘‘re- 
gardiess of any future developments” the United States can 
always count upon the support of the British navy. It seems 
inconceivable that any Admiral could have regarded such as- 
surance as worth paying the tolls to transmit. Every school- 
boy should know that no government official in a democratic 
government could pledge his country’s navy to support another 


government “regardless of any future developments.” It is to 
be hoped that if Admiral Sims has such assurances he will send 
a copy of the pledge in writing with the names of the ‘‘im- 


portant government officials’ appended thereto to be filed in 
the archives of ‘“‘Sops for the Simple.” 

It is, indeed, to be hoped that the navies which fought te 
gether in the World War will always be employed in co-opera- 
tion to effect the world’s peace, but, without a binding League 
of Nations, no man not hypnotized believes that the Navy of 
one country “regardless of any future developments’ will be 
at the service of another country. This statement, however, 
shows how completely and absolutely and hopelessly Admiral 
Sims was under the spell of influenees which made him be- 
lieve that the British government could be depended upon more 
to take care of America rather than t America should de- 
pend on her own strong right arm. It is one thing to co-operate 
heartily and upon equal terms with the navy of another country. 
That was the Navy Department's attitude throughout the war. 
It is quite another thing to be absorbed in belief in the infalli- 
bility of another country and to have an obsession of its sup- 
posed superiority. That was the attitude of Admiral Sims as 
evidenced by his own statements and action. That attitude of 
acceptance of everything British undoubtedly accounts for his 
opposition to the creation of an independent American Army 
and his idea that the American troops sent abroad should be 
used as an annex to the British army. 

Sims Expected Recall. 

The Secretary said that “the President's plain tele- 
gram conveying his dissatisfaction with the policy of 
‘prndence’ instead of ‘boldness’ and his earnest belief in 
audacious policies evidently caused Admiral Sims to be- 
lieve that the President would recall him to America.” 
This is made plain, he said, by a letter which “Admiral 
Sims wrote to Ambassador Page and dated Aug. 7, 
1917.” ‘The letter, after congratulating Mr. Page on 
his Mayflower speech, said: “In this connection I have 
a suggestion to make. I have received word, practically 
directly from the President, that be was much dis- 
pleased with my reply to his cablegram; that it did not 
change his opinion at all; and that he regards me owned 
by the Admiralty and so pro-British that he considered 
the advisability of replacing me by some other officer.” 

The Secretary submitted a letter from Congressman 
C. C. Carlin (Va.) aceusing Admiral Sims of saying, 
during a conversation in London in December, 1918, 
that “as compared with the British navy our achieve- 
ments had amounted to but little during the war; that 
England had protected us . . . and in view of this 
friendship there was no necessity for us to desire a 
Navy which would im any way equal that of Great 
Britain.” The letter was inserted into the records. 

Declaring that Admiral Sims had failed to originate

plang, Mr. Daniels suggested that “if Admiral Sims orig- 
jnated a single one of the most important policies or 
first suggested one important measure the U.S. Navy 
put into effect during the war, I cannot recall it.” Re- 
ferring to reprimands “given by President Taft and two 
Navy secretaries to Admiral Sims,” the Secretary de- 
clared that “the Guildhall speech by Admiral Sims 
should have caused me, before he departed for London, 
to have given him a copy of George Washington’s fare- 
well address with the ‘explicit admonition’ to read and 
inwardly digest the wise admonitions.” 

Before Admiral Sims had made public his letter of 
Jan. 7, 1920, said the Secretary, the Chief of Opera- 
tions, after consultation with other able officers, had 
prepared General Order No. 516, calling upon all offi- 
cers “while events of the war are fresh in the minds of 
all” to make recommendations looking to improvement, 
This was dated Jan. 17, 1920. All officers early in the 
war (Aug. 2, 1917) were requested, said the Secretary, 
to suggest plans to win victory. As a result 251 recom- 
mendations were received. “They make just as impor- 
tant a part of this post-mortem,” said the Secretary, “to 
discover which plan was not adopted and therefore was 
responsible for not hastening victory as the views of 
officers who have come here before you and told of how 
not adopting their advice delayed or hampered the gleri- 


ous victory which brought lasting honor to the Navy, in 
spite of any lack of omniscience on the part of any offi- 
ecr of the Navy Department.” ‘The list was accepted 
for the records at the request of the Seeretary. 


The Navy's War Record. 


In connection with the investigation the Secretary 
also filed interesting historical data. He said that ‘the 
Navy under this administration has built and manned 
more ships than in all the period of 126 years since the 
establishment of the Navy Department in 1794.” The 
Navy, he continued, has enlisted and trained more men 
than in all the preceding years of naval history in the 
United States and also secured appropriations which 
amounted to $2,688,080,466.59, a billion and eight hun- 
dred thousand dollars more than the total expenditures 
of the Navy during all the years since 1794. “One of 
the new dreadnoughts,” he said, “like the New Mexico, 
is equal in gun power to all Farragut’s fleet, which bot- 
tled up the Southern ports.” ‘The Navy's war record 
was one of brilliancy, he said, adding: ‘There was ne 
friction, no lost motion, no failure anywhere. ‘he Navy 
lived up to its motto—They say it can’t be done. We 
have done it.’ I do not pretend that there were no 
errors of judgment or that the Navy was always 100 
per cent. efficient, though the Chief of Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts holds that its lowest figure of per- 
fection was 99 2-5.” 

No one in America suggested that the Navy was lack- 
ing in doing a great work, said Mr. Daniels, until nearly 
a year had elapsed. “It took months to find any imagi- 
nation vivid enough to suggest lack of success and elti- 
ciency. And though many thousands of words have been 
droned out before your committee, nothing has been 
established that takes away the just pride of the Ameri- 
ean people in their Navy during the World War.” He 
submitted a statement showing the appropriations for 
the Navy year by year during the period from 1794 to 
1919, inelusive. 


Mr. Daniels Declares Name Was Forged. 


Mr. Daniels devoted practically all of his statement 
read on May 13 to a discussion of the various ramifica- 
tions of the convoy system, troop transportation and the 
Navy’s Overseas Transportation Service. He declared 
that he always was in favor of the convoy system, al- 
though he knew “some of our ablest officers agreed with 
the three-year doctrine of the- British Admiralty that a 
well-armed ship had a better chance of going alone than 
in convoy.” r. Daniels related how surprised he was on 
reading a telegram produced by Admiral Sims on March 
10 in his opening statement that was stated to be signed 
“Daniels” and which related to the sailing of American 
ships. The dispatch ended with the words: “In regard 
to convoy I consider that American vessels having armed 
guards are safer when sailing independently.” Mr. 
Daniels then quoted from Admiral Sims’s statement the 
allusion made by him (Sims) to the fact that he “was 
about ready to jump overboard when I got that last mes- 
sage.” Mr. Daniels then said: 

The statement “and that was signed ‘Daniels’ *’ 
No such telegram “signed ‘Daniels’ was ever sent to Admiral 
Sims. In his testimony he iterated and reiterated several times 
that this dispatch, which made him “about ready to jump over- 
board,” was “signed ‘Daniels’,” and conveyed the impression 
that the civilian Secretary of the Navy had personally passed 
upon the question of a particular method to be adopted to pro- 
teet shipping, and was “resisting the adoption of the convoy 
system.” I knew I never entertained the opinion stated in t 
dispatch he displayed. I knew I had never sent such a tele- 
gram. I knew that if my name appeared upon such a telegram 
it would be because somebody had forged my name ito it. 
Therefore, as soon as I learned that Admiral Sims had produced 
the telegram “‘signed ‘Daniels’”’ I gave directions to see if such 
a telegram had been sent by me to Admiral Sims at any time. 
The answer was that there was a copy of the telegram in the 
files of the department, but the copy was not “‘signed ‘Daniels.’ ”’ 
‘The dispatch had been sent to London through the British 
Embassy, which had retained the original copy. I then sent an 
officer to the British Embassy for the original copy, which I 
present to your committee. 

The Secretary then presented the dispatch, which 
after speaking of ship and troop movements made the 
statement quoted above in regard to convoy. Its signa- 
ture was: 

. “‘Opnav.’ (S) A. F. Carter. 

By direction of Chief of Naval Operations.” 


Mr. Daniels continued: 

This shows that somewhere somebody was guilty of signing 
my name to an official dispatch which the origimal here produced 
shows I never signed, or of altering a dispatch by erasing the 
real signature and substituting ‘Daniels.’ You can imagine 
my indignation when this false signature was spread broadcast 
over the country in the sensational press stories of the hearings, 
and the country was told that I had signed a telegram which 
made Admiral Sims “about ready to jump overboard.’ The per- 
petrator of this attempt to fix upon the civilian Secretary a tele- 
gram signed by another official ought to be produced by Admiral 
Sims, who produced the altered telegram, and who owes an 
apology to me and to the country for the impression undertaken 
to be made by his testimony based upon a false signature. 

Troop Transportation. 

aking up the subject of treop transportation, Mr. 
Daniels said: 

Carrying to Europe and bringing home the 2,000,000 traops 
of the A.E.F. has been justly termed “the biggest transportation 
job in history.’ They had to be transperted 3,000 miles through 
submarine-infested seas, facing the constant menace of atiack 
by an unseen foe, as well as the perils of wartime navigation. 
Yet not one American troopsifip was sunk on the way to France, 
and not one soldier aboard a troopship manned by the U.S. 
Navy lost his life through enemy action. 

The Navy Department, from the moment it was entrusted 
with this task, regarded the protection and successful operation 
of troep-ships as its highest duty. Regarding human life 
as more valuable than supplies, I did not share the view of 
Admiral Sims that the escorting of cargo ships was quite as 
important as the protection of vessels carrying troops. In the 
medal awards hearing before this committee, Admiral Sime gave 
you some idea of his views on this subject when he contended 
that even if the Germans had sunk some of our troop-ships and 
killed 15,000 or 20,000 troops, “‘they would thereby have loat 
the war because the war = upon -getting the supplies 
in.” Admiral Sims added: ‘ mty thousand troops lost there 
would not have been any more serious than 20,000 lost on the 
battlefront. It sounds a little heartless to say so, but from the 
military point of view it would have been relatively of less 
importance.” . z ie 

‘This frank expression of Admiral Sims's view throws light on 
some of his actions during the war which, at the time, were 
diffeult for me to understand. I found it necessary, soon after 
troop transportation began, to remind him sharply that the first 
duty of American destroyers in European waters was to protect 
ships carrying American troops. But I could not conceive that 
an Américan admiral, charged with such high responsibility, 
couki regard supplies as of more value than human life, and 
cafgo vessels more important, for any reason, than ships carrg- 
ing American troops. 


First Duty of Destroyers. 


Admiral Sims’s course regarding the protection of ships. 


carrying troops caused such anxiety in the department that, on 
July 28, 1917, I sent him the following cablegram; “Th 
mount duty of the destroyers in European waters is principally 
the proper protection of transports with American troops, Be 
certain to detail an adequate convoy of destroyers, and in mak-

dispatches, like that of July 14, stating that it was “impossi 
for him to “guarantee sgfe escort protection through subma 
zone fer troops, troop supplies and valuable government car- 
goes’ unless various conditions were fulfilled, caused such grave 
anxiety that, to remove any doubt whatever about troop-ships 
being protected, and insure the provision of destroyers as es- 
certs, I sent that telegram to Sims warning him that he must 
“be certain to detail an adequate convoy of destroyers,” and, in 
making details, must “bear in mind that everything is secondary 
to having a sufficient number to insure protection to American 
troops.” 
Troopships Left Without Escort. 


Mr. Daniels went into details regarding the protests of 
Admiral Gleaves over not being furnished with an escort 
for the homeward-bound ships of the first convoys that 
took American troops to France, Admiral Sims having 
ordered all the destroyers from Brest to Queenstown. 
The Secretary read into the reeord all the messages that 
passed between Admirals Benson, Gleaves and Sims in 
this connection, one of Admiral Gleaves’s messages ex- 
pressing doubt over the authenticity of Admiral Sims’s 
order for the American destroyers to return to 
town. It was shown that the absence of suitable convoy, 
for the French force based on Brest was inadequate for 
that duty, was holding the returning convoy at Brest 
Mr. Daniels's statement continued: é 

Admiral Sims devoted several thousand words to a tirade in 
regard to this first convoy, but did he tell you about his orderi 
the destroyers to Queenstown and leaving our hips 
St. Nazaire without eseort? This may account for the fact that 
while in his letter of Jan. 7 Admiral Sims did not mention troop 
transportation or any alleged errors of the department in con- 
nection therewith, in his testimony before your committee hé 
tried to produce the impression that the department's ar 
ments endsngered this convoy and that it was only by onek lok 
that it arrived safely. 

Sims makes much of alleged confusion and misunderstanding 

in regard to that convoy. If there was confusion and misunder- 
standing, it was en his side of the water, not on this. There 
never was a convoy for whose pr m more complete arrange- 
ments were made. Four cruisers, three naval transporte, thir- 
teen destroyers, two converted yachts 
assigned as escorts to proceed with the transports from New 
York clear across the Atlantic. To make assurance doubly sure, 
we also ordered Admiral Sims to furnish one division of de- 
streyers to escort each group through the submarine zone. 
one criticism made by Captain Pratt, in his testimony, was that 
this was “uneconomical”; that is, we provided more eseort 
protection than was really necessary. Our policy was to be 
certain to protect the troops. It was better to provide too much 
escort than not enough. The lives of American soldiers were 
dearer to us than any and every thing else, 
_ Concerning the Department’s dispatches to Admiral 
Sims the Secretary declared: “As you will see, there was 
no confusion or inconsistency in the dispatches and 
orders. They are so perfectly clear, it is hard to see how 
Sims could have misunderstood them. If there was any 
mixup or confusion, it was on the part of Sims and the 
officers in London and Paris, for this is the first I ever 
heard of it. Where was Sims during this period when 
our troops were going across the water?” He said that 
Admiral Sims was at the Admiralty House in Queens- 
town, acting in place of Admiral Sir Lewis Bayly and 
of this Admiral Sims had acquainted the department by 
his dispatch June 14, 1917. The British Admiral was 
on his vacation, he said, “the first vacation he had en- 
joyed since the war began.” 

Continuing, the Secretary declared that “Admiral 
Sims’s various attempts, in the Medal Awards heari 
and elsewhere, to discredit the submarine attacks on 
tirst eonvoy, reported by Admiral Gleaves and other , 
cers, are of a piece with his attempts to threw dow 
upon the entire conduct of the first expedition.” 
Seeretary said that “the attacks were first reported b; 
Sims himself.” Admiral Sims opposed the use of th 
Leviathan as a troopship, charged the Secretary, adding 
“She carried nearly 100,000 troops to France, as man 
as an entire fleet of little transports.” »: 

Secretary Daniels said that “the latest testimony of 
Admiral Sims regarding his attitude toward troop and 
cargo ships was given in the Fletcher court of inquiry. 
He quoted from the ARMY AND Navy Journal of A 
17, 1920, reports of Captain Twining, Admira} Sims's 
chief of staff, and Admiral Sims before the inquiry, add- 
ing: “If I had believed that Admiral Sims cher 
any such idea; that he valued supplies more than 
lives of American soldiers; thet he was willing to = 
danger troop transports in 0 to save cargo ships; 
would have been instantly removed from eommand.” 

In concluding his testimony on 13 Secretary Dan- 
iels presented a prospectus of the Navy’s protection of 
shipping and the adoption of the convoy system. 
Seeretary contended that the Navy Department and offi- 
cers pushed everything through in this eonnection svue- 
cessfully and speedily.

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“BETTER NOT TO ‘NAG NAVIGATION.” 


Rear Admiral Samuel McGowan, Chief of the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts, whose often humorous intra- 
bureau communications are looked for with expectations 


of pleasure in the Navy Department, has under date of 
May 11 issued an “Intra- Bureau Order 508,” in which 
he advises that it-is “better not to nag Navigation.” 
The Admiral makes his point thus: 

Under date Dec. 27, 1918, it became necessary to issue the 
following memorandum to Reservists: “Reservists who have 
made requests for inactive duty must not attempt to follow up 
such requests in person to the Employment Division of S and A. 
No Reservist may go in person to the Bureau of Navigation 
without written permission signed by the Paymaster General 
of the Navy or the officer in charge of the Employment Divi- 
ion. The Bureau of Navigation is doing its utmost to ex- 
Pedite the release of Reservists, and it is desired that their 
routine be not interfered with.” 

While the foregoing was on one particular phase of our then 
dealings with Navigation, the same principle applies to all 
similar activities—that is to say, it is very much better not 
to nag Navigation about anything; also to have one officer who 
regularly and exclusively represents the Paymaster General in 
handling with them any matter relative to personnel. This

SERVICB PAY INCREASE BILL. 
Bill Reported by Conferees. : 

The conferees on the Service Pay bill, H.R. 11927, re- 
ported agreement on May 8, and the amended bill was 
laid before the respective houses-of Congress for - final 
action. . The original bill of the House provided tempo- 
rary bonuses or increased compensation for the enlisted 
personnel of the Navy and Coast Guard. The Senate 
amended the bill so as to provide increased pay for offi- 
cers and enlisted men of all the Services. The bill as 
mow agreed upon by the conferees retains practically 
verbatim all the provisions of the original House bill, 
and in addition embodies many of the features of the 
Senate amendment in more or less altered form. The 
bill places all of the military or quasi military services 
of the Government on a similar basis as regards rates 
of pay, and provides relief for all of them by way of 
temporary specific increase in compensation retroactive 
to Jan. 1, 1920, and effeetive until June 30, 1922; with 
a further provision fer an investigation of the entire 
subject of the pay and allowances of the personnel of 
these Sérvices, lookiag toward a complete readjustment 


thereof within thé period named. — 
The text of the bill as agreed to in conference follows: 


Bill as Agreed to in Conference. 


H.R. 11927.—Be it enacted, etc. That commencing Jan. 1, 

1920, commissioned -officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Publie Health Service shall be paid, in addition to all pay

THE SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 


The House on May 11 passed the Sundry Civil Ap- 
propriation bill (H.R. 13870), carrying approximately 
$428,000,000, more than two-thirds of which will go to 
the payment of war risk compensation claims.- The ap- 
propriation also covers the cost of transporting home the 
bodies of Americans in Europe who died in the World 
War. 

The Legislative, Executive and Judicial Appropria- 
tion bill (H.R. 12610), which carries appropriations for 
the payment of Federal salaries and the maintenance of 
the executive department at Washington for the fiscal 
year 1921, was vetoed by President Wilson on May 13 on 
the ground that one section of the bill would vest Con- 
gress with control over mimeographed statements issued 
by the Government departments.to the press, thus estab- 
lishing. a “censorship.”... Another objection made was 
that the President regarded the bill as “an encroachment 
on the functions of the executive and incompatible with 
good government.” 

The House on May 3 passed H.R. 13576 authorizing 
the Secretary of War to: turn over to the Postmaster 
General, without charge therefor, such buildings-or parts 
of buildings as may be desired by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, now located at Watertown, N.Y., and reassembled 
or reconstructed for the use of the Postoftice Department 
on the tract of land adjoining the mail equipment shops, 
and which it is proposed to purchase. 


The Senate on May 3 passed, as amended, S. 1661 
for the relief of Major Ellis B. Miller, U.S.M.C. The 


Secretary of the Navy is authorized to advance him 
twelve numbers on the lineal list of permanent majors 
in the Marine Corps so that he will take rank next after 
James K. Tracy, the officer who immediately preceded 
him on the list of first lieutenants on May 12, 1908, and 
to advance him twelve numbers on the lineal list of tem- 
porary lieutenant. colonels-of the Marine Corps so that 
he will.take rank next after James K. Tracy: provided, ’ 
that Ellis B. Miller shall be entitled to the difference in 
pay and allowances between the rank of captain and first 
lieutenant, U.S.M.C., for the period from May 13, 1908, 
to June 8, 1909. 1

Mr. Griffin on the Bonus Question. 


Representative Griffin, of New York, who served as 
an otticer of Volunteers during the Spanish. War,-in a 
recent speech in the House explained the purpose of 
his bill,“ H.R. 13333. “Under its provicions,” he said, 
“all war risk insursnce premiums deducted from the pay 
of both officers and men are returned to them. This is 
urged on the ground that it was inherently wrong for 
the Government to make its soldiers pay for the hazards 
of their calling. They were the Government's risk as 
well as their own, and this money was improperly de- 
ducted from. their pay. _L.also propose to return to the 
enlisted personnel all allotments deducted .from their 
pay for the support of their families and dependents. 
They were fighting in their country’s cause, and the 
least that the nation could and should do is to make up 
the deductions from their pay used for the support. of 
their dependents.” The cost, he said, would be $667,- 
000,000, as against $2,553,000 for the American Legion 
bonus bill. “I -believe that the war risk insurance pre- 
miums and the allotments should be returned,” he con- 
tinued, “and-I- maintain it was wrong to deduet them in 
the beginning. If ‘the allotments for eleven months, 
which was the average service, were returned it would 
amount to $165. This, together with the average in- 
surance -premium of, $55, wil.make a rather tidy. sum, 
which will undoubtedly relieve their present distress 
and put them on their feet. It will also relieve us of 
the anxiety and the need of quibbling as to how the 
money should be raised. It could be raised in the regu- 
lar course, by certificates of indebtedness and short-tme 
notes. The advantage is that they would receive it at 
once and would not have to await the deliberations of 
subsequent Congresses. They would get it immediately, 
without any string, and when they receive it they need 
not feel that they are the recipients of any bounty or 
gratuity. Neither need they feel that their necessities 
have obliged them to sell their rights for a mess,of pot- 
tage, or that they had estopped themselves from receiving 
the other advantages of land grants, home building loans 
and - vocational education which a grateful country will 
no doubt be willing to accord to them.” 


REPORT ON FORTUICATIONS APPROPRIATION BILL. 


On May 12 the committee of conference on the dis- 
agreeing rates of the two Houses on the amendments of 
the Senate to H.R.. 13555, making appropriations for 
fortifications and other works of defense,-for the arma- 
ment thereof and for the procurement of heavy ordnance 
for trial’ and service, for the fiscal year ending June 50, 
1921, and for other. purposes, recommended.that the -Sen- 
ate recede from its amendments numbered 1, 2,.3, 5, 6 
and 12, and that the House récede from its disagreement 
to the amendments of the Senate numbered 4, 7, 8, 9, 10 
and 11 and agree thereto. The changes recommended are 
as follows: 

Amendment No. 1—Appropriates $1,600,000, as proposed by 
the House, for ammunition for Field Artillery,- instead of 
$2,000,000, as proposed by the Senate. Amendment No. 2— 
Appropriates $350,000, as proposed by the House, for current 
expenses of the ordnance proving grounds,. instead of $500,000, 
as proposed by the Senate. Amendment No. 3—Appropriates 
$130,000, as proposed by the House, for land defenses in the 
Hawaiian Islands, instead of $560,000, as proposed by the 
Senate. 

Amendment No. 4—Provides for the preparation of plans 
for fortifications and other works of defense in the Hawaiiaa 
Islands, as proposed by the Senate, instead of the Philippine 
Islands, as proposed by the House. 

Amendment No. 5—Strikes out the provisions, proposed by 
the Senate, continuing available until June 30. 1921, the un- 
expended balances of appropriations for aviation purposes ia 
connection with the seacoast defenses in the insular possessions, 
and establishing limits of costs for buildings to be erected ia 
the same connection. Amendment No. 6—Strikes out the pro- 
vision, proposed by the Senate, continuing available until June 
30, 1921, the unexpended balance of the appropriation made in 
the Act of July 8, 1918, for the purchase or reclamation of 
land for the defense of the Panama Canal. 

Amendment No. T—Inserts the words “or contracts,”’ as pro- 
posed by the Senate, in the paragraph relating to orders for 
work placed with arsenals or other ordnance establishments. 
Amendments Nos. 8, 9 and 10—Provide for covering additional 
sums into the Treasury, aggregating $80,146.20, as proposed 
by the Senate. Amendment No. 11—Changes total of appro 
priations to be covered into the Treasury. Amendment No. 12 
—Strikes out the paragraph proposed by the Senate relative 
to the abolition or removal from any one of the arsenals of 
the United States any permanent department or shop’ estab- 
lished by legislative act prior to April 6, 1917, unless author 
ized by law. 


AMENDING ARTICLES OF WAR. 


As heretofore noted, the Senate’s bill for amendment 
of Section 1342 of the Revised Statutes, known as the 
Articles of War, was incorporated by that body in the 
Army Reorganization bill, H.R. 12775, as amended, and 
is now in conference committee of the two houses. he 
salient features of the Senate amendments of the Arti- 
cles of War appeared on page 1041, our issue of April 
24. As noted in our issue of May 8, page 1112, Repre- 
sentative Crago on May 5 introduced a new bill, H.I. 
13942, differing but slightly from the bill of the Senate 
for revision of the Articles of War. ‘This new bill came 
out of.the House Committee on Military Affairs on May 
7 with a favorable report, and. but two amendments, as 
follows: 

Add to Section 25 the following proviso: 

Provided further, That every person not subject to military 
law, who before any court-martial, military tribunal, or mili- 
taty board, or in connection with, or if ‘relation to any 
preceedings or investigation before itor had under any of the 
provisions of this act, is guilty:of any of. the acts made pun- 
ishable as offenses against public justice by- any provision of 
chapter 6 of the act of March 4, 1909, entitled *‘An act te 
cédify, revise, and amend fhe penal laws of thé United States'’ 
(Vol, ‘35; U.S. Statntes at Large, page 1088), or any amend: 
ment théreef, shail be punished as therein provided. 

"In Article 50%, relative to Review‘ find Rehearing, in 
the fourth”paragtaph, ‘where authority “is given to tlie 
President or Any reviewing or confirming authority who 
disapptoves or‘yacates a sentence the execution of which 
has’ wot théréfore ‘been duly ordered, to direct a rehear- 
ing, -thé comniitte “amends a following clause to read 
tliat “upon such fehedring the accused shall not be tried 
for airy offense of Which he was found net guilty by-the 
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first court, and no sentence in excess of.or-amore severe 
than the original sentence shal! be emforeed:-unless the 
sentence be based upon a finding of guilty. of an offense 
not considered upon the merits in the original proceed- 
ing. ond 





ARMY LONGEVITY CLAIMS.,: 


The Senate on Jan. 19 passed S. 411, relative to the 
payment of Army longevity cases, which was introduced 
by Senator Underwood, of Alabama. The Judiciary 
Committee of the House has just made a favorable re- 
port on it, recommending thar it be passed in place of 
H.R. 6335, which is. identical in language, and the bill 
has gone on the union calendar. There seems to be no 
immediate prospect of this bill being reached at the -pres- 
ent session, but the probabilities are that it can_ be 
reached before the 4th of March next, when this Con- 
gress ends. If the interested parties will call attention 
to the measure and: ask. their members to consider the 
committee report, it will unquestionably help in getting 
favorable consideration of the measure. ‘Ths bil! as. the 
House report states, is intented to secure the. payment 
of cortain- just debts owed by the United States to cer- 
tain officers of the Army for what is known as “Jon- 
gevity” pay. Tht report adds: 

“In all branches of the military, service the amount of 
pay which an officer receives ‘is dependent™ upon «the 
length of time he has served. Lact grade bas a «‘rtain 
tixed pay, and. additional pay is given fer each period ‘of 
live years, for four: successive periods. Originally . this 
extra pay was made in the form_of:rations, ‘but. this was 
chayged by act of June-15, 1870, and. instead of. rations 


the officer received an allowance of ten per cent. of 
salary in money.” 
On Feb.. 24, 1881, the repert reealls, Congress pre- 


vided “the actual time of:service in the Army or Navy, 
or both, shall be allowed all offieers. in computing: their 
pay.” Inthe test. case of. Morton-v..U.S. the.Court of 
Claims held that the term~‘actual-time’ of. service,” cov- 
ered time spent-as a-cadet:at the Military: Academy. On 
appeal to the U.S: Supreme Court this decision. was 
affirmed on Oct. 27; 1884. . About five years-ago Congress 
by statute: discontinued pay based on service at the Mili- 
tary Academy. 

'Fhis bill is intended to -cover certain claims arising 
prior to the last-named action of Congress... There is no 
question raised, hor ean any be raised, as to the legality 
of the claims in question. They are lawful debts owing 
by the U:S. to these officers.. After the decision of. the 
Supreme Court, many claims for longevity pay were 
allowed and paid by the ‘Treasury. ~ Had it not been for 
a change of comptrollers all would have been allowed and 
paid. “But in 1890," says the report, “a man came to 
that office who, in defiance of the Supreme Court ruling, 
refused to count the period served at the academy in 
computing the pay, and from 1890 down to 1908 this 
was the ruling of the Treasury Department. AITl whose 


claims were presented within those dates had their 
Gains for the period of service in the academy dis- 
allowed. In 1908 a new comptroller returned to the 


original ruling and the decision of the Supreme Court, 
and allowed the disputed period of time spent at the 
acacemy in computing the longevity pay. This did not 
help those whose claims were disallowed in the interval, 
1820 to 1908, for the comptroller held he had no power 
to reverse the ruling of the former comptrollers. . After 
1908, 1.136 officers, whose claims agregated nearly $1,- 
000,000, were paid. By reason of the act of Congress 
passed July 6, 1914, the claims of about 140 Confederate 
officers for longevity pay due them prior to entering the 
Confederate Army, viz, prior to April, 1861, were paid, 
aggregating about $150,000.” . : \ 

The bill if passed will cover the numerous claims dis- 
allowed between 1890 and 1908. The bill confines re- 
covery to the claimant or his widow, or.his blood rela- 
tions. Ne assignee of any claim can recover on it. The 
claims cannot become the_prey of attorneys, for the fee 
is limited to twenty per cent. on amount recovered, which 
seemed to the commmittee,.to be a just alowance. “The 
debt,” it .adds, “is a just,one... The, Congress is confer- 
ring no favor by this legislation, but merely remedying 
a wrong ‘done to these claimants.” ;

W. R. E.—For a copy of the law limiting pension 
attorney's fees in the case of peusions to widows, write to 
the Commissioner of Pensions. In the matter of compensation 
and allotments under the War Risk Insurance Act, pay no 
fees to anyone, but write to the Bureau of War Risk Insurance, 
Treasury Department, and every assistance will be given you. 

C. W. 8.—You entered your fifth period of continuous ser- 
vice Sept. 7, 1913. You were discharged for convenience of 
Government Sept. 25, 1915. You re-enlisted Oct. 15, 1915, 
it appears, and resumed the thread of your fifth period, which 
on the seven-year enlistment contract of Sept. 7, 1913, should 
have brought you to your sixth pay period Sept. 7, 1917. By 
discharge and reenlistment Jan. 11, 1920, you continue your 
sixth period, which terminates Sept. 7, 1920. 

W. E. K. asks: I enlisted in the Colorado National Guard 
June 30, 1916, and was mustered into the Federal Service July 
19, 1916. Was sent to the Mexican border in October of that 
game year and returned in March, 1917. When we returned 
from the border we were not nrustered out of the Federal Ser- 
vice as many of the state troops were, but we were sent to 
guard an electric power plant in Colorado. In August, 1917, 
we were sent to Camp Kearny, Calif. and were made the 157th 
Infantry, as part of the 40th Division. I went to France with 
that division and returned with it in April, 1919. Was dis- 
eharged April 29, 1919, and reenlisted May 15, 1919, for 
Alaskan service. I was assigned to Company F, 21st Inf., July 
7, 1919, and was sent to Alaska in August. Am I.or am I not 
entitled to draw re-enlistment pay at the present time? If 
am entitled to it when should I have first received it? Answer: 
Not entitled. Your service from August, 1917, was for the 
emergency and does not count. Your first period, Regular 

, began with your enlistment therein. 

F, A, K.—The Pay bill has just come out of conference. Read 
fits provisions. A twenty-year man in the Fleet Naval Reserve, 
re-enlisting in the Regular Navy, does not lose his various 
allowances as for service stripes, etc. See Naval Appropriation 
now before Congress for some new personnel legislation. 

REGULAR asks: (1) Enlisted July 28, 1910, discharged 
July 27, 1913; re-enlisted Aug. 5, 1913, for four years and 
three on the reserve, discharged to accept commission Oct. 15, 
1918; discharged from commission Sept. 28, 1919; re-enlisted 
Oct. 11, 1919, for one year.

B. L. B.—Men who enlisted on or after Nov. 1, 1916, are 
not entitled to three months’ pay bonus for re-enlistment, as the 
National Defense Act by changing the method of computing en- 
listments in continuous service, that is by periods of three years’ 
service instead of by completed enlistments, discharge and re- 
enlistment, annulled the bonus provisions of the Act of May 11, 
1908, in so far as applies to enlistments begun on or after 
Nov. 1, 1916.

(2) Your service was restored 
to you perhaps for credit towards retirement, but we do not 
see how you can claim re-enlistment status for continuous 
service purposes following a dishonorable discharge.

F. A.—As te precedence in band, or anywhere else in the 
Army, see A.R. 9. If this does not answer your query, we 
refer you to The Adjatant General, through the channel. 

B. R. P. asks: Am T entitled to the three months’ bonus 
under the act of May 11, 1908, with reference to the service 
as stated below! Enlisted Feb. 23, 1914, and entered second 
period Feb. 22, 1918. Was private, first class, at time and 
serving on foreign service. Was discharged Oct. 9, 1919, for 
purpose of re-enlisting, rank date of discharge sergeant, first 
class; re-enlisted Oct. 10, 1919, for the period of one year. 
Answer: Since you were a private (first class) four years 
after enlisting, you are entitled to the bonus. 

T. H. if. asks: I enlisted July 4, 1916, for four years and 
was discharged as wagoner Dec. 2, 1919. Re-enlisted for 
three years. Am I entitled to ré-enlistment bonus of $90? 
Answer: If you are a private on July 4, 1920, then apply 
through channel. 

PERPLEXED.—As the Army Reorganization bill is not yet 
out of conference, it is not possible to answer definitely 
queries as to how precedence will be determined. Actual date 
of acceptance of commission in the Regular Army should 
determine between officers of same rank. 

H. V. N.--If your service of nearly one year and eight 
months (1908-1910) was terminated by a discharge for con- 
venience of Government it should have counted as a full term. 
If you had purchased a discharge, that would be different. 
Continuous service since May 1, 1899, with a discharge fer 
convenience of Government in August, 1910, and re-enlistment 
Sept. 3. 1910, should have brought you to your fifth period 
when you re-enlisted Sept. 23, 1913, and your sixth Sept. 23, 
1917. Apply through channel, 

W. B.—-Re-enlistment bonuses are not payable in the cases 
ef those who first enlisted on or after Nov. 1, 1916, when the 
enlistment provisions of the National Defense Act went into 
effect and established a new system of counting enlistment 
terms in periods of three years’ continuous service without 
regard to discharge and re-enlistment. 

A. (. B. asks: I would like some information concerning 
an order issued through the War Department whereby an 
enlisted man could apply for discharge after one year of a 
three-year enlistment. Answer: You refer to the proviso in 
Sec. 27 of the National Defense Act, which provides for fur- 
lough to the Reserve under certain conditions of military 
Proficiency after one year's service on a seven-year contract, 
See the law referred to. 

Cc. J. B. asks: (i) Why is it that the Army allows service 
in the U.S. Navy in Asiatic waters up to 1912 to count double 
when computing thirty years’ service, while the Navy does 
mot allow the same time served in the Army, i.e., up to 1912 
to count double? I served in the Army up until 1904 in the 
Philippines, but the Bureau of Navigation only allows me 
double time during the Spanish-American War. (2) To your 
knowledge has this ever been brought to the department or to 
the Auditor for his opinion? (3) Has there been any bills 
before Congress to allow all service in the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps to count on going into the Reserves after sixteen 
and twenty years’ service—if so, what action has been taken? 
Answer: (i) In both cases, retirement is granted on condi- 
tions sei forth in the laws created by Congress for the in- 
dividua) services. Retirement of enlisted men of the Navy is 
governed by N.R. 3672, and the Bureau is correct in counting 
only your Spanish War service double, the regulation being 
drawn in accordance with the law for the Navy. (2) Not 
necessary. as the law is plain. (3) No; Army service is not 
considered to fit a man for service in the Naval Reserves, and 
thera has been no motion to count it for this purpose. Re- 
tiremen! after thirty years’ service in all or either of the 
services is a diferent proposition.

J. M. M. asks: Par. 1339, Army Regulations. states that 
where the initial pay of an enlisted man is $36 or more & 
month, an increase of $4 monthly pay for and during the 
second enlistment, and a further monthly increase of $4 for 
end during each subsequent enlistment up to and including 
the seventh enlistment. I entered upon my second enlistment 
Dec. 7, 1918, but have never received more than $3 monthly 
as second enlistment pay, although my initial pay has been 
$38 monthly, | having been appointed sergeant Jan. 11, 1918. 
What I would like to know is, can you please explain why I 
only draw $3 a month as second enlistment pay instead of $4 
a month as second enlistment pay, when my base pay has 
been $38 a month since Jan. 11, 1918, and I entered upon my 
second enlistment period Dec. 7, 1918? Answer: You are 
wrong as to your base, which was $30 (not $38). The act 
which gave the war increase pay distinctly provided that this 
increase should not figure in the base for computation of con 
tinuous service. 

A. 'T. asks: A man enlisted July 27, 1898, and was dis- 
charged Feb, t7, 1899, serving at Montauk Point, N.Y., Tampa, 
and Huntsville, Ala. Re-enlisted Feb. 18, 1899, and served 
three years in Philippines. In the Service continually since. 
Is he entitled to Spanish-American War Medal and Philippine 
War Medal! Answer: Entitled to the Spanish War Service 
Medal, formerly known as the Spanish National Guard Medal; 
also the Philippine Campaign Medal. Apply to The Adjutant 
General, 

J. Cc. T.—When ths conferees come to an agreement as to 
the Army Reorganization bill and the measure becomes a law, 
then we may be able to answer your inquiry. Applications for 
commission will be addressed to The Adjutant General.

General Leconte, commanding the 33d Army Corps, 
French army, with headquarters at Bonn, Germany, vis- 
ited Major Gen. Henry T. Allen, U.S.A., commanding 
the American Forces in Germany, at his headquarters in 
Coblenz on April 15, and later took luncheon with Gen. 
and Mrs. Allen at their residence, an Infantry guard of 
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honor being formed for the occasion of the French com- 
mander’s visit, says the Amaroc News. The guests at the 
luncheon also included the officers of the General Staff, 
A.F. in G., Cois. Le Vert Coleman, American liaison offi- 
cer at Mayence ; D. H. Biddle, liaison officer at Cologne ; 
John C. Montgomery, chief of staff; Lieut. Cols. P. H. 
Bagby, G-2; G. M. Peek, G-1, all U. .S.A.; Captain Hen- 
dricks, of “the French military mission, attached to the 
American forces, and Colonel Bineau, French army, at- 
tached to the French department of the Rhineland High 
Commission. After luncheon General Leconte visited 
Fort Ehrenbreitstein with the commanding officer, Col. 
W. W. McCammon, U.S.A., and inspected the fortress, 
men and quarters of the 7th Machine Gun Company. He 
returned to Bonn in the evening. 


Headquarters, A.F. in G., Warns American Tourists. 


A notice sent out from headquarters of the A.F. in G., 
at Coblenz, warns American tourists that there are no 
accommodations there for them, hotels and lodging houses 
being crowded leyond capacity, says an Associated Press 
dispatch from the German city. An information bureau 
has been established there by the Army and notice given 
that accommodations can be arranged for in cities out- 
side of Army centers in the Rhineland province. Many 
American soldiers will have an opportunity to visit 
points of interest in the former battle zone of France 
through the efforts of Army authorities, who have ar- 
ranged for ten different tours of two weeks’ duration for 
men on leave. The men will travel on special trains, 
which will carry about 100 officers and men. Guides will 
be furnished and the men will be expected to pay only 
incidental expenses. 
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wa ares FOR 24TH INFANTRY, U.S.A. 
Major Gen. J. T. Dickman, commanding Southern De- 
partment, under ‘ox of Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 
April 26, 1920, sent the following official letter of com- 
mendation to the C.O., 24th Inf., Columbus, N.M.: 
“1, The part taken by the 24th Infantry, under the command 


of Col. G. Arthur Hadsell, Inf., in the occupation of Juarez, 
Mexico, June 15-16, 1919, and its conduct preceding and fol- 
lowing that occasion, having been brought to the attention of 
the Department Commander, he desires to record his apprecia- 
tion and commendation for the soldierly manner in which the 
regiment met and carried out the exceptionally important duty 
with which it was charged in the letter of instructions, dated 
Headquarters, El Paso District, El Paso, Texas, June 15, 1919, 
issued by direction of Brig. Gen. James B. Erwin, involving an 
engagement with large Villa forces at Juarez, Mexico, and in 
which the regiment acquitted itself most creditably. 

“2. Such soldierly conduct under extraordinary conditions 
merits full recognition and is a matter in which the regiment, 
as well as the service at large, may take justified pride. The 
reputation established on this occasion should be cherished and 
sustained by the ever changing successors to those gallant sol- 
diers of the regiment who earned and shared in establishing 
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that reputation, which reflects such credit upon the wearers of 


the U.S. uniform,

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PRESERVING MiILiTAry SKILL. 

Commenting on the need of Service pay increase the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat says: “The Army officer takes 
great pride in his profession, for which he has fitted 
himself by hard work and study. He takes pride in 
serving his country. At anything like an even break 
with civil employment he will continue in the Service as 
a patriotic duty. And it is a patriotic duty, a highly 
valuable service to the country, in spite of the fact that 
a majority of the people seem not to appreciate it. Un- 
less we have constantly a large body of ‘trained and ex- 
perienced officers we shall be helpless in the time of.war. 
Such officers cannot be created by a few months of in- 
tensive training in camps of instruction. It is possible 
in that way to get subordinate officers who will answer 
the purpose when under thoroughly trained officers in 
the higher ranks, but if we have not a large number of 
the latter class no army that would be fit to go to war 
could be created. The Army has always suffered, and 
especially its officers have received small consideration 
from Congress, because it and they make small appeal to 
Senators and Representatives who shape their course by 
the effect it will have upon their own political fortunes. 
But here is a matter of vital interest to the country, the 
preservation of the military value of whatever system 
of defense Congress may decide upon, through the reten- 
tion in service of our trained officers by making it possi- 
ble for them to remain and live in a measure compara- 
ble with men of like capacity in civil life. In such a 
matter there should be no politics, either party or per- 
sonal.’ 
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Fort D. A. RuSSELL SUGGESTED AS HospiTatL SITE. 
“In a recent issue of a Denver newspaper it 
noted that Congress was favorably considering the erec- 
tion of one of ‘the largest hospitals of the Service in Den- 
ver for use by the Public Health Service,” writes a cor- 
respondent. “Since the war is over and Congress has 
again assumed the attitude of economy it is hard to un- 
derstand why they will approve the expenditure of mil- 
lions for this when Fort D. A. Russell (Cheyenne, Wyo.) 
is practically abandoned and has been used but little, 
with the exception of the war emergency, since about the 
year 1914. This post could be converted into a most ex- 
cellent hospital with the expenditure of a minimum 
amount of money as compared with the cost of erecting 
a new hospital at the present high cost of building. There 
is but little difference in the climate of the two places. 
Oheyenne, which is 105 miles north of Denver, is usu- 
ally from two ‘to ten degrees colder. It is believed that 
Congress is justified in economizing, but let the American 
people insist that it be done other than at the expense of 
the salaries of the personnel of the different Services.” 
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Sworps FoR BRITISH AIRMEN. 

“Many readers have asked us to explain the order re- 
quiring Royal Air Force officers to wear swords with 
full dress uniform,” says Aeronautics (London). “In 
reply we can only imagine that the authorities have in 
mind the descent of the airship Nulli Secundus in the 
Crystal Palace grounds in October, 1907, when, a breeze 
springing up and threatening to drag the airship from 
her moorings with disastrous results, the sergeant in 
charge of the ground party ripped the envelope open with 
a bayonet. The envelope, being of goldbeaters skin, was 
not provided with a ripping panel,-hence the need for 
this drastic and prompt remedy. We offer this explana- 
tion with all reserve, but otherwise there appears to be 
uone. During the war the sword, except for cavalry, 
was discarded, and even on ceremonial occasions it was 
considered no longer necessary. By the way, an officer, 
late of the R.N.A.S., has a naval sword which has never 
been taken out of its case, and he would be glad to dis- 
pose of it at a slight reduction.” 
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LEGION TO AID IN VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 

The American Legion will inaugurate at once a sys- 
tem of co-operation with the Federal Board for Voca- 
tional Education with a view to obtaining as speedily as 
possible the admission to vocational training at Govern- 
ment expense of all disabled men eligible to such training 
under the Vocational Rehabilitation Act, it has been an- 
nounced at the national headquarters of the organiza- 
tion. It is estimated that about 120,000 crippled vet- 
erans are entitled to training under the law. Gerald J. 
Murphy, of Rutland, Vt., has been named national voca- 
tional officer by Franklin D’Olier, the National Com- 
mander. A vocational officer will be selected in each of 
the more than 9,000 local posts of the Legion. Confer- 
ences of all post officers will be held within each state 
during the next two months to insure uniform procedure. 
The whole project will be under the direction of the na- 
tional vocational officer at American Legion headquar- 
ters, Indianapolis, 
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Pay oF Britis CHAPLAINS. 

Provision is made for increase of pay and allowances 
for British army chaplains in the 1920-21 army esti- 
mates. The new scale will practically double their previ- 
ous emoluments. A fourth class chaplain, if married, 
counting pay and allowances together, will in future 
draw £658 a year, and if single £579. Third class chap- 
lains, married and single, will draw £777 and £723, re- 
spectively ; second class chaplains, £959 and £915; and 
first class chaplains, £1,175 and £1,120. The chaplain 
general is to be paid according to his relative rank of 
major general, at the consolidated rate of £1,500 a year. 
Chaplains to the forces, fourth class, have relative rank 
with captains; chaplains, third class, with majors; chap- 
lains, second class, with lieutenant colonels; chaplains, 
first class, with colonels; the chaplain general with major 
general. 
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British ARMY UNIFORMS. 

As to the question of future uniforms for the British 
army, which came up in Parliament recently, Mr. 
Churchill announced that he hoped to lay a carefully 
considered memorandum on the subject before Parlia- 
ment at an early day. The change would take three or 
four years to effect, he said, commencing with the 
Guards and the Household Cavalry, and moving forward 
gradually as funds permitted. Asked whether the price 


of the uniform for.each regiment would be controlled, 
Mr. Churchill replied that it must be an essential part 
ef the scheme to get the co-operation of the trade on 
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terms that would be fair to them, while excluding the 
element of profiteering.
